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B.C.’s New Lieutenant-Governor: Walter Owen 


He ? s Hoping To Get Around

British Columbia’s new lieutenant-gover¬ 
nor is a suave, distinguished, young-looking 
69-year-old bridegroom who says he is look¬ 
ing forward to his new job with keen antici¬ 
pation but also with some trepidation. 

Walter Stewart Owen is a Vancouver law¬ 
yer with years of service to the community 
and the law profession and holds so many 
directorships he can’t remember how many. 

Within the last year he married for a se¬ 
cond time. His first wife, the former Jean Mar¬ 
garet Dowler, died in 1970. The new chate¬ 
laine of Government House will he the 
former Shirley Grauer, widow of Dal Grauer, 
who for years headed up B.C. Electric before 
the Social Credit government took it over. 

"I’m still a bridegroom. I haven't been 
married a year yet," the vice-regal appointee 
told Premier Dave Barrett when he called on 
the premier in his office Tuesday afternoon 
while in Victoria on personal business. It was 
the first time the two men had met. 

"But he's a good friend of (Attorney- 
General > Alex Macdonald.” the premier said. 

Interviewed during his meeting with Bar¬ 
rett. the new lieutenant-governor said he 
knew Health Minister Dennis Cocke and had 
just met Provincial Secretary Ernest Hall. 
Then he hesitated. 

When he didn’t come up with any more 
names, Barrett said: "Mr. Owen is just as 
new as we are." 

"I haven’t been around much in some 
years." Owen replied, "but in the 30s I was 
over here a lot." 

Those were the days when Owen, a life¬ 
long Liberal, was campaign manager for the 
late Dr. George Weir who was provincial sec- 
retary and minister of education in the ad¬ 
ministration of Premier Duff Pattullo. 

Owen said he has known Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor John Nicholson for 50 years and that he 
has known intimately all the incumbents of 
Government Housertar the last 30-odd years. 

He always thought the position had a 
proper place in our ibciety, he said. "As 
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Otcen relaxes in office of Premier Barrett 


you can see, I'm a bit of an imperialist. I 
really should be living in Victoria." 

"You will be," the premier interjected 
with a laugh. 

"It’s one of the few ties remaining with 
Great Britain," Owen said, "and I think we 
should maintain it. 

I hope that isn’t a political statement 
I must now watch what I say." he added, 
looking at the premier. 

"That’s interesting." Barrett said. “You 
have the same views as Bob Strachan even 
though you once opposed each other.” 

He and the present highways minister 
were on opposite sides in a labor dispute 
some years ago with Strachan representing 
the teamsters and Owen working for man¬ 
agement. * 

When it was suggested that he had once 
opposed the Canadian Bill of Rights, Owen 
said that wasn't exactly the way it was. 
When Diefenbaker had brought the bill of 
rights to a meeting of the Canadian Bar As¬ 
sociation at the Seigniory Club in the winter 
of 1959. 145 out of 150 lawyers had opposed it, 
but only because they wanted it to be studied 
further. 

"But I think it proved to be good legisla¬ 
tion," he added. 

He was also asked if he still opposed 
women’s rights. He may have made some 
facetious remarks about them once which 
were taken seriously by someone without 
much sense of humor, he replied, but he had 
felt that women were not suited physically for 
certain jobs just as men weren’t suited to 
bearing babies. 

Asked if he were a convert to Women’s 
Lib, he said: "I have a strong-minded wife. I 
think I’d better be.” 

His wife didn't think too much of his new' 
job at first, Owen said, "but now she's excit¬ 
ed about the prospect. In fact, both of us are 
looking forward to it with keen anticipation.’’ 

"We will try to do as good a job as possi¬ 
ble. I have a very attractive and talented

Grits Explain Possible Controls 

Price Curbs on Food 
‘Would Not Work’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment raised the possibility 
Tuesday that controls it has 
ready if prices get too far out 
of line won’t cover basic food, 
the sector rising fastest. 

A freeze on grocery-store 
items "simply would not 
work," Agriculture Minister 
Eugene Whelan told the Com¬ 
mons special committee on 
food prices. 

Herb Gray, consumer af¬ 
fairs minister, told the com¬ 
mittee that in no other country 
where price controls have 
been adopted are dairy prod¬ 
ucts, meat and cereals cover¬ 
ed. 

Where docs that leave the 
committee? Perhaps in a bit 
of a vacuum. 

Where does it leave the mi¬ 
nority Liberal government? 
In an "almost impossible" 
bind, as one opposition point 
mittee member put it after 
Tueday's sessions finished. 

"Playing for time*” an¬ 
other suggested. 

There was a distinct divi¬ 
sion in the food prices picture 
painted by the two cabinet 
ministers before the commit¬ 
tee. 

The ministers were accused 
or contributing by constant 
talk about the prospect of 
price controls, to hoarding 
that in effect has pushed re¬ 
cent food price levels even 
higher. They plao were ac¬ 
cused of not exercising any 
real government muscle on 
behalf of consumers.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) 
— The first two freed prison¬ 
ers of war to reach the conti¬ 
nental United States arrived 
Tuesday night en route to the 
bedsides of their critically ill 
mothers.

He suggested the committee 
investigate profit margins 
along the whole pipeline from 
farmer to consumer. 

Whelan, however, said 
"food is, and continues to be, 
a bargain in Canada." He 
would brook no argument that 


farmers could be blamed for 
food price increases, un¬ 
leashed a deluge of statistics 
to support his contention and 
said food prices will continue 
to climb because of both 
domestic and world demand 
for better food. 

Any talk about unjustified 
food price increases was 
"pure speculation,” he said. 
Price increases at the farm 
level, where one worker in 
1951 produced enough food to 
support 16 people and a 
worker now produced enough 
to feed 47. had been "unsatis¬ 
factory and insufficient." 


Ford Penalty 
$7 Million 
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U.S. and Cuba 
Reach Accord 
On Hijackings 


DETROIT (UPI) Ford 
Motor Co. paid $7 million 
Tuesday for violating provi¬ 
sions of the Clean Air Act in 
the emission tests it conduct¬ 
ed on 1973-model cars prior to 
their introduction. 

The auto firm presented 
U.S. Attorney Ralph Guy with 
two cheques for $3.5 million 
each, once court proceedings 
were completed. 


The fine. $3.5 million less 
than initally sought by the 
government, stemmed from 
criminal charges and a civil 
suit filed by the justice de¬ 
partment before U.S. District 
Court Judge Charles Jiner in 
Detroit. 

Ford entered a "no contest" 
plea to the criminal counts 
and concluded- the civil suit 
by signing a consent decree. 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The United States and Cuba 
reached agreement Tuesday 
on a joint crackdown on air¬ 
craft hijackings believed to 
provide for stiff Cuban prose¬ 
cution of American air pirates 
in lieu of extradition. 

The state department said 
only a few procedural details 
remained to be worked out in 
the next few days.

Pilot Strike: 
Ottawa 
May Step In 

OTTAWA (CP) — Labor. 
Minister John Munro told the 
Commons Tuesday he would 
seriously consider intervening 
in a threatened strike of 
ships’ pilots in B.C. if he felt 
such intervention would help. 

He told Harvie Andre (PC - 
Calgary Centre) that his of¬ 
ficers had been as helpful as 
possible in the prolonged ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Andre said the pilots could 
strike Thursday, and he want¬ 
ed to know what the govern¬ 
ment was doing to prevent it. 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada does not plan to 
repeg the floating Canadian dollar and it is hoped it 
will "remain at par" with the devalued U.S. dollar, 
Finance Minister John Turner said Tuesday. 

Turner said the government "welcomed” the 10- 
per-cent devaluation of the U.S. dollar and would con¬ 
tinue to let the Canadian dollar find its own level 
on international money markets. 

He added that the government would change the 
policy, in effect since June, 1970, only when a new 
international monetary system is adopted. 

He also saiji he was uncer¬ 
tain what effect the promised 
U.S. trade legislation would 
have on Canada. He noted 
Canada already had a deficit 
vAiith the United States and the 
U.S. action was aimed mainly 
at readjusting its trade with 
West Germany and Japan. 

Canada’s aim in the situa¬ 
tion, Turner said, was "to 
move toward liberalized 
world trade and a new inter¬ 
national monetary system." 

He added. "Until that hap¬ 
pens, we’d better take care of 
ourselves. Canada is going to 
face a very tough competitive 
situation." 

Turner noted the Canadian 
dollar had 60 far remained at 
its pre-devaluation rate, close 
to equality with the U.S. dol-^ 
lar. 

He noted also the United 
States accounted for about 70 
per cent of Canada’s foreign 
trade, and said it was hoped 
the Canadian dollar would 
"remain at par with the U.S. 
dollar or slightly less. 

"Our principal objective is 
to maintain a stable relation 
with the U.S. dollar. This 
could improve our position in 
relations to our trading 
partners other than the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

"In the circumstances, the 
Canadian dollar has been re¬ 


refused to discuss the sub¬ 
stance of the accord. 

But U.S. authorities had let 
it be known during the indi¬ 
rect negotiations between 
Washington and Havana that 
they would not object to the 
absense of any provision for 
extradition of hijackers back 
to the United States if there 
were assurances the Cuban 
government would apply 
strong penalties upon convic¬ 
tion. 

The formal announcement 
came a few hours after Pres¬ 
ident Nixon told reporters 
during a brief, casual meeting 
at the White House that he 
had conferred with Secretary 
of State William Rogers on 
the agreement. It was the 
first indication than an accord 
had been reached.

BONN (CP) — International 
money speculators cashed in 
Tuesday on the devaluation of 
the United States dollar, U.S. 
stocks rose on foreign mar¬ 
kets and American travellers 
abroad began tightening their 
belts for vacations that will 
cost up to 11 per cent more 
than they had planned. 

Most of the world welcomed 
the U.S. decision, announced 
Monday night, to devalue the 
dollar—for the second time in 
1«4 months—by 10 per cent. 

But some French sources 
said it was "perhaps a little 
wild.” 

Seven per cent would have 
been enough, they said. 

The speculators who forced 
the devaluation—international 
bankers seeking a quick profit 
-began buying back the $fi 
billion they sold to the West 
German central bank last 
week. - • 

The final U.S. dollar price 
in West Germany Tuesday 
was 2.95 marks, giving specu¬ 
lators a weekend profit of 
about eight per cent. U.S. dol¬ 
lars were exchanged at 3.15

Nixon Will Seek 
Trade Hammer 


Police, Quebec Broadcasters 

Crisis News Direction Agreed 


QUEBEC (CP) — Aurele 
Pelletier, vice-president of 
Tele-Capitale, operators of 
television station CFCM-TV in 
Quebec, said Tuesday an 
agreement has been reached 
between police and a group of 
owners of private FrencWan- 
guage broadcasting outlets to 
"direct" reporters in presen¬ 
tation of news dqrlng times of 
crisis. 

Pelletier, who said he was a 
spokesman for the 70-member 


Canadian French-Language 
Radio and Television Associa¬ 
tion, made the statement be¬ 
fore a legislature committee 
on freedom of the press. 

His remarks appeared to 
surprise Communications 
Minister Jean-Paul L’Allier, 
who cautioned against "es¬ 
tablishing police control on in¬ 
formation dui Ing unfersee- 
able and trying times." 

Pelletier said the agree¬ 
ment, details of which he did 


not divulge, involved the 
membership of the associa¬ 
tion and unspecified police 
forces. 

The plan of action would 
’’direct newsmen in their 
method of informing the pub¬ 
lic so that news may be pre¬ 
sented in a much more mea¬ 
sured and realistic way, 
avoiding sensationalism as 
much as possible." 

Pelletier said the takeover 
of several broadcasting sta¬ 
tions last May during a Que¬ 


bec public service strike was 
a major factor in the associa¬ 
tion’s decision to set up a plan 
of action for such events in 
the future. 

He said the association 
communicated with Jus¬ 
tice Minister Jerome Cho- 
quette, who authorized a 
study of the May events. 

Contacts also were initiated 
with the federal solicitor- 
general so that the RCMP 
could participate in the plan, 
he said.

Television Commission 
aware of these moves. 

Paul Audette, president of 
the association, said that dur¬ 
ing the labor strife of last 
May, "radio and television 
stations were completely in 
the hands of certain individu¬ 
als who could do or say what 
they wanted on the air, and 
not necessarily in the best in¬ 
terests of the public." 

He said there was no ques¬ 
tion of outside control, of the 
news involved in the plan. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Nixon said Tuesday 
he will seek sweeping new au¬ 
thority to raise tariffs in an 
effort to ease the pressure 
that forced a 10-per-cent de¬ 
valuation of the U.S. dollar. 

The president said Ameri¬ 
can trade negotiators must be 
armed with the threat of re¬ 
strictions on imports to help 
them bargain for improved 
access to foreign markets for 
American exports. 

"We must go up as well as 
down (on tariff rates)," Nixon 
said. "That is the only way to 
get a fair deal and sr- fair 
shake for American products 
abroad." 

Nixon spoke to Treasury 
Secretary George Shultz who 
late Monday night had an¬ 
nounced the second devalua¬ 
tion of the dollar in a little 
more than a year. But the 
president's remarks were 
clearly intended for the news¬ 
men who were permitted to 
cover the first few minutes of 
the meeting. ' 

"Devaluation of the dollar 
is at best only a temporary 
solution of a problem," Nixon 


said. "That is why trade leg¬ 
islation must follow. The 
trade legislation directs itself 
at the cause of the problem, 
the imbalance. 

"Only by getting trade leg¬ 
islation and reducing the huge 
deficits can the pressure on 
the dollar be taken off," he 
said. "We have dealt with the 
results of the imbalance with 
the devaluation, but we have 
no illusions about the fact that 
to get at the fundamental 
cause we must have trade 
legislation." 

The White House said Nixon 
would request from U.S. 
Congress authority to in¬ 
crease or decrease tariffs at 
his discretion. The president 
already has broad authority 
to negotiate reciprocal tariff 
cuts. 

The U.S. Imported more than 
it exported In both 1971 and 
1972, the only years of this 
century in which it ran a 
trade deficit. As a result, 
large stocks of dollars — used 
to pay for the difference in

He was crown prosecutor in Vancouver 

from 1933 to 1942, was a delegate to the 
World YMCA Conference in Helsinki. Fin¬ 
land, in 1926, to the Commonwealth law con¬ 
ference in London ip 1955 and again in-Otta¬ 
wa in 1960. 

Among the community organizations he 
has served are the Metropolitan Vancouver 
YMCA (advisory board), G. F.-Strong Reha¬ 
bilitation Centre (director), Canadian Associ¬ 
ation for Retarded Children (honorary gover¬ 
nor).

No Word on Oppel 

Hanoi Releases 
One Canadian 


OTTAWA (UPD - Officials 
worked Tuesday on plans for 
the return of Marc Cayer, a 
29-year-old Canadian civilian 
released Tuesday by the 
North Vietnamese after five 
years as a prisoner of war. 

A spokesman for the exter¬ 
nal affairs department said 
Cayer would be returned to 
Canada "as fast as we can -r- 
either by American flight to 
Manila or on a commercial 
flight to Saigon.’’ 

However, Canadian officials 
said there was still no word 
on plans for the release of 
missionary worker Lloyd 
Oppel, the other Canadian 
known to be held by the North 
Vietnamese. 


Oppel. 21-year-old son of 
- Mr. and Mrs. Magnus Oppel 
of Courtenay, was captured 
last year In Cambodia. 

Cayer. an agricultural 
worker from St. Raymond, 
Que., was "in good health and 
good spirits,” the spokesman 
said. 

Cayer was captured by the 
North Vietnamese in the city 
of Hue in South Vietnam dur¬ 
ing the 1968 Tet offensive. 
There had been no word of his 
whereabout! until hla name 
was released last month on 
the list of prisoners of war 
being held by the North Viet¬ 
namese.

In 
one-third or more of infertility 
problems, the fault rests with 
the husband. The sperm is in¬ 
active, or in small supply. In¬ 
deed, it makes sense to check 
the husband first, before 
going, into the more compli¬ 
cated techniques of studying 
the wife. 


Or If, for example, the Fal¬ 
lopian tubes are blocked, the 
ova, or eggs, cannot get 
through to he fertilized. In 
such instances,. stimulating 
ovulation can’t solve the dif¬ 
ficulty. 

For yet another jiossibility. 
some women can develop an 
Immunity to the husband’s 
si>erm. In such a case, there 
is nothing wrong with either 
husband or wife — except the 
sperm is rejected. 

Such immunity subsides if 
the wife is not exposed to the 
spprm for a substantial time._ 
Prolonged abstinence is a way 
of meeting this problem, but 
it isn’t a very popular meth¬ 
od. More practical is the use 
of condoms, so that, for the 
necessary Japse of time, the 
R|>erm does not actually- come 
in contact with the wife.

MPs Undecided on Capital Punishment 


OTTAWA (CP) — In¬ 
complete returns from a poll 
of members of Parliament 
suggest that the fate of the 
government bill to keep the 
partial ban on capital punish¬ 
ment has yet to be decided. 

The replies by MPs to ques¬ 
tionnaires from The Canadian 
Press indicate that a perhajis- 
decisive number of votes 
could be attracted to support 
the bill if it is amended. 

The bill would extend for 
another five years the present 
system, under which only the 
murderers of policemen end 
prison guards are liable to the 
death penalty. The system 
was begun in 1967 for a five- 
year trial period. 

Only 91 of the 264 MPe have 
replied to the questionnaire, 
distributed Feb. 2. Of these, 
44 say they will support the 
bill, 37 say they will vote 
against it, and 10 are undecid¬ 
ed or did not reply directly. 

Of tne 10 undecided, howev¬ 
er, most are unhappy with the 


present system and may well 
reject the bill if it is not 
amended. 

Five of the 10 want tougher 
restrictions on paroles, two 


want the death penalty for 
kidnappers who murder their 
victims, one wants more 
study of parole regulations, 
one wants a referendum and 


the 10th says ambiguously 
that he wants to abolish the 
distinction between policemen 
and public.

U.S. Senator Wants Military Probe 

How Did 10,000 Die? 


WASHINGTON (Reuter)—Rob¬ 
ert Byrd, assistant Senate Demo¬ 
cratic leader, urged the defence de¬ 
partment Tuesday to launch an in¬ 
vestigation into the deaths of more 
than 10,000 United States military 
men in Vietnam from non-combat 
causes. 

The West Virginian said many 
of the deaths were drug-related and 
more than 2,000 came from murders 
or self-inflicted wounds. 

Byrd, in a letter to Defence Sec¬ 


retary EUiot Richardson, said some 
of the deaths perhaps could have 
been avoided with psychiatric treat¬ 
ment or better screening processes 
to keep potential murderers out of the 
armed forces. 

"Such an investigation could de¬ 
termine whether the publicized mal¬ 
aise in our armed forces is just symp¬ 
tomatic of Vietnam, or if it is some¬ 
thing of a more terminal nature,” 
Byrd said.

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Tax-Change Promises 


T HE PROBABLY APOCRYPHAL story is told 
of the premier who, in a cabinet meeting, cpt 


the sole vote in favor of a certain course of action 
and declared it approved. Democracy, in the form 
of majority rule, is not expected to prevail without 
exception in the secret deliberations of govern¬ 
ments. Otherwise, it would have been foolish for 
Pierre Trudeau to say publicly before the first vic¬ 
tory of the federal Liberals under his leadership 
that those disagreeing with him in cabinet would 
“not remain ministers very long—not for very long 
at all." 

But traditionally, the appearance of cabinet 
solidarity Is maintained. Behind the walls of the ex¬ 
ecutive council chamber the ministers may seethe 
in disagreement, and their leader may" make the 
decisions, but open the door and ordinarily It’s all 
for one and one for all. 

Thus there is certainly some novelty to Pre¬ 
mier David Barrett’s explanation that the reason 
for a lack of legislation to take the education tax 
burden off property owners at this session is that 
cabinet ministers could not agree on it. As a result 
of the disagreement, the matter has been referred 
to the New Democratic caucus for a year’s study. 

If there has been disagreement in the cabinet, 
It is surely to be anticipated that there will be a 
still greater disparity of opinions in the caucus, 
more of a battle over the gap between the promised 
and the practical. The New Democrats may truly 
rue the pledges they made as an opposition party 
not expecting to be thrust so suddenly into a posi-_ 
tion to keep them. 


But it may be of some comfort to the govern¬ 
ment that in the NDP campaign literature, the 
word “immediate" was not applied to this promised 
taxation change. 

There was, on the other hand, enough of a 
timetable to show up the NDP as having been ill 
prepared to govern: 

"All residents of B.C., and not just property 
owners, benefit from our investment in education. 
As such, an NDP government will remove school 
taxes from thp family farm and owner-occupied 
home over a five-year period. The costs of educa¬ 
tion will be financed out of provincial general reve¬ 
nues. The home owner grant will be used solely to 
offset municipal and regular taxes.” 

Nor were education taxes the only costs the 
New Democrats were going to lift from property- 
owners, presumably as quickly as possible: 

“The central problem facing our cities is their 
chronic inability to pay for the services people 
need. Depending almost entirely on property taxes 
for revenue, municipalities must scramble to at¬ 
tract industrial and real estate interests in an end¬ 
less attempt to secure a better tax base ... 

“Under an NDP government, only services to 
property will be paid from taxes on property. Ser¬ 
vices to people will be financed by sharing the prov¬ 
ince’s resource revenues and general revenues with 
municipalities and regional districts.” 

When? When the premier figures out how he 
can do it, we suggest. And also if. 


A Real Gasser That’s No Joke 


N OT THAT THE SMELL of exhaust fumes 
hasn't been unpleasantly noticeable increas¬ 
ingly in recent years, even in comparatively small 
centres of vehicle concentration such as Victoria, 
but now the whiffing is being given some sub¬ 
stance. Environment Canada which, in old- 
fashioned terminology is the federal Department of 
the Environment, has put it all together in one 
massive bag. 

The department, under the ministry of Jack 
Davis of Vancouver’s Capilano riding, has released 
its findings for the year 1970 of the first-of-its kind 
nation-wide inventory of air pollution. They should 
get the country even more choked-up over deterio¬ 
ration of the environment. The findings say vehi¬ 
cles were responsible for 57 per cent of the total air 
pollution, giving off more than 17,000,000 tons of 
polluting gases and particles. 

If that weight was distributed over Canada’s 
huge land area it would not be too worrisome. But, 
of course, it isn’t and the cities are going to feel the 
crush of it more. . 

Technology has not been able to keep up with 
the flying of time. It is having difficulty in meeting 
deadlines for new standards of vehicle exhaust 
emission, and little appears to be on' the drawing 
boards for modifying older model car engines. 

All of the talk is about new production. The ro¬ 


tary engine is getting the play with German inven¬ 
tor Felix Wankel’s power plant in the forefront. 
American Motors now has obtained a licence to 
manufacture and sell the Wankel which has been a 
long time coming. 

Dr. Wankel started serious work on his engine 
over 20 years ago, and in 1957 when the first of 
them went on test, it was said to be a complicated 
and unreliable device. 

Since then its kinks have been ironed out, so it 
is claimed, although there still are doubts about its 
capabilities. As late as last July, Chrysler Corpora¬ 
tion’s engineering vice-president, prophesied doom 
for the Wankel. Alan Loofbourrow described it as 
"one of the most unbelievable fantasies ever to hit 
the world auto industry.” Even though the engine 
was winning kudos from other auto makers. Gener¬ 
al Motors Corporation in particular, the Chrysler 
engineer said it was basically a dirty, inefficient, 
rough-running engine. 

But apparently it can be fitted with pollution 
control packs easier than piston-driven motors, 
which is one reason why the GM and American 
companies are turning to it. This Is something in 
the way of progress, but there are going to be 
many more of the other type of car engine around 
for years to come. And something has to be done 
about the pre-1975 polluters. Their dirtying of the 
air needs more attention.

When 
so many hours each day are 
spent in watching violence on 
TV you impress violence on 
the minds of the young and 
parents are morally responsi¬ 
ble for the morbid outcome of 
their offspring. 

Through proper education 
and example toward a moral 
code that fits into modem so¬ 
ciety lies the only way of solv¬ 
ing violent crime. 

Statistics pro and con for 
the problem are meaningless 
because as many can be quot¬ 
ed for one side as the other.. 
Death by capital punishment 
does not absolve the responsi¬ 
bilities of a society that pro¬ 
duced the murderers in the 
first place. Many convicted 
murderers would much prefer 
death than the prospect of 
serving twenty-five years with 
their conscience behind bars. 

It Is a fallacy to suggest 
that a member of Parliament 
is elected to vote in the way 
that he thinka his constituents 
advocate. He is elected be¬ 
cause the people rely on his 
good judgment and integrity 
to vote In such a way that will 
be in the interests of all. To 
be swayed one way or other 
by the emotional convictions 
of his constituents is a form of 
mob rule that has no place in 
our parliamentary system. 

In my view any society that 
advocates capital punishment 
is reverting back to barbaric 


times that does more damage 
to the human psyche than is 
done to the victims of such a 
policy; the victims have had 
the privilege of death.

A Dutch doctor. Mrs. Gert- 
ruida Postma-van-Boven, is 
to stand trial for administer¬ 
ing a lethal morphine injec¬ 
tion to her 78-year-old mother, 
who was dying painfully and 
who had repeatedly requested 
her daughter to put an end to 
her suffering. This case has 
brought discussion in Holland 
over euthanasia (derived from 
the Gteek words for “good” 
and “death’') to boiling point. 

The discussion on whether 
doctors or others have the 
right to end life in. certain 
circumstances has been slm-.y 
mering ever since the Pro¬ 
testant Church Synod in Feb¬ 
ruary 1972 proclaimed that 
“passive euthanasia” was ac¬ 
ceptable. By “passive eutha¬ 
nasia” the Dutch Protestant 
Church meant the suspension 
of medical treatment in order 
to allow a dying patient to 
die sooner. The church, a 
powerful influence in Holland, 
rejected “active euthanasia”, 
which was defined* as de¬ 
liberately shortening a pati¬ 
ent’s life by administering 
treatment that, either directly 
or via side effects, can kill. 
But the synod noted that the 
borderline between the two 
forms had never been defined. 

* ★ ★ 

Dr. Postma-van-Boven and 
her husband are general prac¬ 
titioners in the small Protest¬ 
ant community o t Noorwolde 
In Friesland, one of Holland’s 
most northerly provinces. The 
people who inhabit this pro¬ 
vince boast a different origin 
from the rest of the Dutch 
population and speak a dif¬ 
ferent language. 

The Noorwolde community 
has chosen by overwhelming 
majority to support its doctor 
on trial. An appeal to sign a 
petition in support of Dr. Post- 
ma-van-Boven was answered 
by more than 1,000 people, all 
of whom had to take the 
trouble to go to a central 
point and sign because the 
organizers did not want to be 
accused of door-to-door oan- 
vaasing. 

Eighteen other doctors prac¬ 
tising in Friesland have sent 
a letter to Dr. Postma-van- 
Boven declaring that they all 
individually have practised 
enthanasia at some time or 
another. Forty-five other doc¬ 
tors from the Friesland area 
have signed a letter support¬ 
ing Dr. Postma-van-Boven s 
action. A member of the 
Dutch parliament, the only 
representative of the extre¬ 
mely conservative Roman 
Catholic party, has demand¬ 
ed that the 18 doctors should 
also be prosecuted.

Dr. Postma - van - Boven’s 
mother, Mrs. Margins van 
Boven-Grevelink, died on 
November 19, 1971. She had 
been admitted to a nursing 
home, and was dying a slow 
end painful death. She had re¬ 
peatedly asked her daughter 
to put an end to her suffering. 
After discussion with her hus¬ 
band, Dr. Poetma-van-Boven 
gave her mother an overdose 
of morphine that relieved her 
pain and killed her. The dir¬ 
ector of the house. Dr. J. G. 
Gol, refused to sign the death 
certificate and informed the 
public prosecutor in Leeu- 
warden.

penal code makes ending the 
life of someone who specific¬ 
ally and seriously asks for it 
an offence carrying a 12-year 
maximum prison sentence. If 
Dr. Postma-van-Boven is found 
guilty, which is likely since 
she admits the facts, but 
argues that it does not fall 
within the terms of Article 
293, it is improbable that she 
will be sent to prison. 

In 1969 a 60-year-old bar¬ 
keeper strangled his wife, who 
had been paralyzed after an 
attack of thrombosis. She had 
repeatedly requested him to 
put an end to her life. The 
court, confronted with a brok¬ 
en man, imposed a six months 
sentence, equal to the time 
he had been in custody 
awaiting trial. 

★ ★ ★ 

In 1950, in Eindhoven, in 
the south of the country, a 
50-year-old doctor used sleep¬ 
ing pills and pain killers to 
hasten the death of his broth¬ 
er, who was suffering from an 
incurable disease. This doctor 
admitted having shortened his 
brother’s period of suffering, 
but not of having shortened 
his life. “It was his dying 
wish. How could I refuse 
him?” the doctor asked the 
court. “The voice of cons¬ 
cience is stronger than any 
human law.”. He rtccived a 
one-year suspended sentence. 

Mr. van Agt, a man who 
has made many controversial 
decisions in his less than two 
years to the justice ministry, 
has said ot) Dutch television 
recently that he could imagine 


situations in which passive 
euthanasia, at the specific 
request of a dying person, 
could be acceptable. But he 
insisted that where members 
of a doctor's family were con¬ 
cerned another doctor should 
be called in. Any possibility 
that a doctor should act for 
less pure motives than reliev¬ 
ing unbearable suffering - 
such as where a considerable 
inheritance was at stake — 
should be ruled out. 

Although Mr. van Agt, as a 
Catholic, was voicing an 
opinion contrary to that of 
the Vatican, Which condemns 
all forms of cunthanasia, he 
was speaking in line with the 
progressive majority of the 
Dutch Roman Catholic bis¬ 
hops, who have said there 
are possible exceptions to the 
church rulings against suiedde 
and euthanasia. 

Although there seems to be 
a general acceptance in Hol¬ 
land that someone who is in 
the last phase of dying has 
the right to ask to be allowed 
to die quickly and quietly, 
there are opposite opinions. 

Memories of Nazi concen¬ 
tration camps are much alive. 
The Dutch would never toler¬ 
ate a law that might allow 
the handicapped, the injured 
or the elderly to be quietly 
pushed over the brink. They 
hesitate to change the law as 
it exists, knowing that a new 
law also means a new set of 
legal loopholes. Whatever 
new law emerges it will cer¬ 
tainly demand the full and 
conscious consent of the pati¬ 


ent before life can be ended 
prematurely. 

The Voluntary Euthanasia 
Foundation, set up in Holland 
at the end of January, wants 
to increase the accepted use 
of eunthanasia within the pres¬ 
ent Dutch law. The Voluntary 
Euthanasia Work Group set up 
In the same week in Noor¬ 
wolde, Dr. Postma-van-Bov - 
en’s town, wants the law to 
be changed. 

★ ★ it 

Euthanasia in Holland is, 
as in many other West Euro¬ 
pean countries, practiced but 
seldom preached. It Is well 
known, and openly admitted 
by individual doctors, that 
some types of extremely sev¬ 
erely malformed children are 
allowed to die shortly after 
birth simply by not perform¬ 
ing necessary operations. Sen¬ 
ile patients are sometimes 
allowed to die when complex 
medical treatment might pro¬ 
long their lives. Patienta 
whose brains have been de¬ 
prived of oxygen for too long 
are often simply not reani¬ 
mated. t 

Up to now the Dutch doctor 
has been all-powerful, and his 
power to determine between 
life and death uncontested. A 
court case like that involving 
Dr. Postma-van-Boven re¬ 
minds the Dutch that the doc¬ 
tor is also a fallible human 
being. The question then 
arises: should he or she have 
to take that decision alone, 
because the rest of the popu¬ 
lation dare not face the con¬ 
sequences of establishing the 
borderline between life and 
death?

What, asked Mr. Cossitt in 
the Commons, was the post 
office doing to collect “all 
that postage due from the 
prime minister?”

There was no answer, in the 
Commons, from either the 
prime minister or Postmaster 
General Ouellet beyond a 
smile and a shrug.

”1 believe I saw the postage 
due figure estimated at some¬ 
thing over $33,000.” '

“Now those were all ‘per¬ 
sonal’ letters in the sense that 
they were addressed, each 
one of them, to specific indi¬ 
viduals. 

“And while of course, no¬ 
body supposed the prime min¬ 
ister wrote and signed them 
— they were very skillfully 
turned out by a machine — 
they were, in every practical 
sense, personalized, individual 
letters and so should have 
carried eight cents postage 
each.” 

The postmaster general 
suggested that the prime min¬ 
ister's campaign letter went 
out "franked” — free of 
charge. 

"That’s permitted up to 15 
days after the end of parlia¬ 
ment,” he explained. 

But the letters had arrived 


long after the 15 days of no¬ 
postage grace. 

“Then it was bulk mail,” 
explained Mr. Ouellet taking 
another tack, "and so enjoyed 
the lower mass mail rate.”

Aging Tito Strives To Put 
Marx Back on His Pedestal

These are troubled times in Yugoslavia, a na¬ 
tion of 20 million people, some very rich and some 
very poor, and divided into six nationalities with more 
blood than brotherhood in their histories. 

The land is undergoing another search for identity, its most 
serious since Marshal Tito broke with Stalin in 1948 and drop¬ 
ped out of the Soviet orbit, 

That historic break led Yugoslavia into a new experiment, 
a middle road that still called itself socialist but was supposed 
to be free from the waste and excesses of what the communists 
call bureaucratic centralism. It led also to more freedom, to a 
socialism with a human face such as Alexander Dubcek later 
tried but failed to bring to Czechoslovakia. 

As is all too often the case, getting rid of the Stalinist ex¬ 
treme led precipitously in the opposite direction. Now Tito, 80 
years young, has applied the brakes and is striving to reverse 
the direction once again. 


The question Is: can he do 
It, or are the forces unleashed 
in 20 yeas of liberalism 
beyond his or anyone’s con¬ 
trol? And if he does succeed, 
what docs it mean for Yugos¬ 
lavia’s fragile independece? 


The need for a drastic sha- 
keup is widely recognized, the 
means and methods employed 
are disputed. Basically, it pro¬ 
vided (pr an economic system 
with fewer controls than in 
most Western countries. 

There was a Yugoslav mira¬ 
cle — at least for some peo¬ 
ple. It produced traffic jams 
in Belgrade and put Christian 
Dior into shop windows. 

But it left many rural vil¬ 
lages destitute of educational 
and health facilities because 
there was no central guidance 
and local authorities had 
other ideas of what to do with 
the community's money. 


It opened the holders to 
tourists with pockets full of 
hard currencies and ideas in¬ 
compatible with the holy ideo¬ 
logy of Marxism. And it in¬ 
troduced a spirit of liberal¬ 


ism, so much so that Tito 
recently complained: “We 
have driven Marx, Engels and 
Lenin out of our schools.” 

Yugoslavia became a con¬ 
sumer-oriented society', its 
factories responding to the de¬ 
mands of the market, not the 
directives of communist bu¬ 
reaucrats. 

Thus when the “GI look” 
swept Europe, Yugoslav fac¬ 
tories Joined in and produced 
-dungarees and other clothes 
with American army insignia 
sewed on. For Tito, this was 
the last straw. 


"This is favoring an imperi¬ 
alist army,” he fumed. “We 
must absolutely forbid this.” 
Such is Tito's prestige that 
the "GI look” quickly disap¬ 
peared. 

It was an expression of 
Tito’s profound dissatisfaction 
with what has happened here. 
He is deeply aware that he 
has only a limited time left, 
and that once his immense 
personal authority is gone, it 
will be difficult if not impossi¬ 
ble to take the pressing mea¬ 
sures necessary. 

Tito has set a course riven 
with contradictions and per¬ 
haps impossible to follow. He 
is trying to awaken the 
league of Communists from 
its doldrums, re-establish its 
central geological authority, 
hut at the same time press 
ahead with worker self¬ 
management in the factories 
an4 the political and adminis¬ 
trative decentralization of the 
country. 


“We need fighters, revolu¬ 
tionaries,” he declared. But 
his most persistent critic and 
former close aide, Milovan 
Djilas, countered: “Without 
revolutionary aims, a revolu¬ 
tionary party is Impossible." 

This is the basic contradic¬ 
tion, for this is a consumer- 
oriented, not a revolutionary 
society. Even as Tito at¬ 
tempts to restore ideological 
purity, conditions for Western 
investment are being im¬ 
proved. imports liberalized, 
and the first Kteps taken to¬ 
ward making the Yugoslav

dinar a fully convertible cur¬ 
rency. 

Tito rails against bourgeois 
elements, creeping capitalism 
and insidious nationalist ten¬ 
dencies. But at the same 
time, these very elements are 
being encouraged by the mar¬ 
ket economy and by workers' 
councils, more interested in 
profits than Marxism. 

What is happening in Yu¬ 
goslavia today is less a crisis 
in the classic sense than a 
coming together of various 
conflicts and contradictions 
within a relatively short 
period of time. 

They fall into three broad 
categories - economic, na¬ 
tionalist and ideological - - but 
they are so closely interrelat¬ 
ed that none should he viewed 
separately. 


Tito’s great prestige ena¬ 
bled him to master the first 
two crises, although the un¬ 
derlying reasons for them are 
still there. The economic was 
something quite different. 

There were two sides to it: 
first, the growing un¬ 
workability of the system it¬ 
self, and secondly, the in¬ 
creasing inequalities in Yu¬ 
goslav life. 

The system is plagued by 
inflation — 16 per cent last 
year — and a consequent 
crisis in liquidity. Self¬ 
management meant workers 
putting more money in their 
own pockets to cope with in¬ 
flation and not putting any 
into savings. Workers went on 
a buying spree. 

Industries found, themselves 
unable to meet their obliga¬ 
tions and turned to banks for 
quick cash. When the govern¬ 
ment clamped down on the 
banks, many factories 
couldn’t meet their payrolls. 


More serious, from the po¬ 
litical point of view, was the 
growing Inequality in Yugos¬ 
lav life, where, in principle, 
no one is supposed to earn 
more than five times the 
average income of 5100 per 
month. Yet thousands of peo¬ 


ple had gotten immensely rich 
under the system. 

The symbol of this abuse 
became the weekend dacha, 
or country house, on the 
Adriatic. In a country where 

to get rich, tens of thousands 
of persons had found large 
sums to invest in second 
homes. 


At one point, it all # got 
pretty ugly. Magazines were 
printing pictures of dachas, 
together with the names of 
their owners. Often they 
would be technocrats, and 
workers would read the re¬ 
ports and indignantly lay 
down their tools, assuming 
that the money was illegally 
usurped from their firms. 

The weekend dachas were, 
of course, only the tip of the 
Iceberg. 

Underneath lay widespread 
corruption, vast land specula¬ 
tion, a, murky business in 
which Yugoslavs founded 
firms abroad under false 
fronts, and managers 
enriched themselves on com¬ 
missions from- dealing with 
Western firms. 

The Mercedes had replaced 
Marx as the symbol of Yugos¬ 
lavia's new road to socialism. 


The measures to put the 
economy in order include a 
tax revision which will hit 
high personal incomes harder. 
There is even to be a modified 
inheritance tax: incredible as 
it sounds for a communist 
country, Yugoslavia never 
had one before. 

Firms plagued . with liqui¬ 
dity problems were given 
until Jan. 1 to set their bills 
from 1971 in order or face a 
takeover by their creditors, 
the banks. An amazing 
number found enough money 
to do it, but an estimated five 
per cent of the labor force 
will nevertheless be affected 
by the new- measures. 

These inc lude a 10 per cent 
cut in wages (in addition, 
there has been a freeze on all 
nonproductive, i.c.. bureau¬ 
cratic. salaries). The banks 
will replace self-management 
in these firms, and they have 
three months to try and 
straighten them out. 


analysis makes certain cogent 
points. 

The difficulty with devalua¬ 
tion, the elves of Hong Kong 
feel, is that it masks fun¬ 
damental causes, rather than 
curing them. 

Having much experience in

Still, speculators bet that 
the German mark, the Dutch 
guilder, the Japanese yen and 
the Swiss franc will appreci¬ 
ate in value compared to the 
dollar. 

There are several reasons. 
U.S. manufacturers are stilj 
not export-oriented,' as are 
most foreign manufacturers. 
They prefer to exploit the ap¬ 
parently inexhaustible home 
market.

Many large U.S.-based com¬ 
panies even produce goods 
abroad for sale in the United 
States, failing to recognize 
they are ultimately hurt¬ 
ing themselves and their main 
market by cutting down on

Besides, the countries of the 
European Common Market 
and Japan erect high tariff or 
“administrative" barriers 
against U.S. goods, while sub¬ 
sidizing their own exports — 
as the U.S. does not.

Australia Bastion of Masculinity 


Men First, Women Nowhere

Last fall a dozen women bounced onto a city bus at the 
town hall and announced they would not pay one penny more 
than Seven cents fare for the 10-cent ride to Circular Quay. 

That amount, they said, reflected the inequality of pay 
rates for the sexes — a a charge that bore some merit in a 
nation where women earn 25 per cent less than men for the 
same .job, abortions are illegal and, until recently. Playboy 
magazine was banned as obscene. 

Even the conductor did not take issue. In faot, .true to the 
Australian tradition of not getting ruffled over anything less 
serious than a beer strike, he just shrugged bis shoulders and 
let them all on free. 

★ ★ ★ 

It was hardly an earth-shaking triumph for Women’s Lib. 
But any victory here for the movements — womens, black, 
homosexual — are measured in terms of small tremors 
because conservative Australia remains a tenacious bastion 
of white masculinity even amid the faint signs of ehange. 

“I’ve got my mates and my club for the weekend and my 
bird for the bed." said an Australian in the Invicta pub 
packed by beer-drinking men with nary a woman, in sight. 
“Now, what else could a bloke want?” 

The activists, of course, would aay plenty. Especially 
since Australia which haa a constitution but no bill of 
rights — has been slow to eximine the suicide rate which is 
twice as high for women as for men, laws against homosex¬ 
uality enacted 73 years ago and an aborigine population of 
140,000 living in squalor and neglect. /

Nearly 70 per cent of the female Australian work force is 
unskilled, and in the clothing manufacturing industry, for ex¬ 
ample, a woman earns 545 a week doing the same job for 


which a man is paid 560. Until 1966, a woman in federal 
public service became a temporary instead of permanent em¬ 
ployee — thus losing fringe benefits — if she married and 
was forced to resign if she became pregnant. And it was not 
until the new Labor government took office two months ago 
that a 27.5 per cent luxury tax on contraceptives was lifted. 

Homosexuals can be jailed up to 14 years in Sydney and 
21 years in Melbourne for committing what the law defines as 
the abominable crime of buggery. Tbe punishment for certain 
homosexual acts was life in prison until 1924. Curiously, there 
is no law against lesbianism in Australia. Probably, as one 
legal pundit notes, because those drafting the laws were un¬ 
able or unwilling to explain to Queen Victoria just what les¬ 
bians did.

But Prime Minister Gough Whitlam promises that things 
will change. He is on record as favoring liberalization of 
abortion and homosexual laws, an end to discriminatory 
practices against aborigines and a fairer shake for the na¬ 
tion’s women. 

Change, though, comes slowly in Australia. The good, 
easy life here, the isolation from other nations and conti¬ 
nents, the absence of daily pressures, all this has bred what 
the extroverted, fun-loving Australians unabashedly call the 
national apathy. 

She’ll be right, is virtually the nation's motto, A common¬ 
ly heard expression meaning that every problem will work it¬ 
self out. 

Thus it was not surprising that when a band of placard¬ 
carrying women marched last September into the Young and 
Jackson’s hotel, one of Melbourne’s moat prominent altoiale 
fortresses, their attempts to liberate the pub were unsuccess¬ 
ful. The barman refused to serve them and the conversations 
about rugby were interrupted but for a moment. “She’ll be 
right,” chuckled a patron and sure enough, soon it was.

New Jet 
Arrives 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
first of 10 Lockheed L-1011 
TriStar jets ordered by Air 
Canada arrived Monday at 
Montreal after what its veter¬ 
an pilot called a beautiful 
flight from the Lockheed fac¬ 
tory at Palmdale, Calif. 

The airline plans to use the 
TriStars on its scheduled runs 
beginning March 15 although 
there are severe restrictions 
on the number of hours a 
TriStar can fly before an en¬ 
gine part is replaced. This is 
due to an engine fault for 
which a solution is being 
sought. 

The aircraft is to be used on 
major runs to Toronto, Mon¬ 
treal and Vancouver, as well 
as eventually to smaller Ca¬ 
nadian centres including Cal¬ 
gary, Edmonton, Winnipeg, 
Halifax and St. John's, Nfld. 

Five TriStar are due for 
delivery this year and five 
more in 1974, as metallurgical 
and physical tests continue in 
an attempt to overcome the 
engine problem. 

Air Canada officials told a 
news conference an engine 
problem experienced with 
TriStars already in service 
with other airlines has not yet 
been solved and will necessi¬ 
tate special servicing. 

Yves Pratte, the airline’s 
chairman, said the problem 
"should overcome in a few 
months" and is not expected 
to affect scheduling. 

A Rolls-Royce spokesman 
said the problem involves the 
cracking of a hub on which 
the engine fan blades are 
mounted. 

Unjil a solution has been 
found, all TriStars are res¬ 
tricted to 150 cycles before re¬ 
placement of the hub, he said. 
Each cycle consists of one 
takeoff and one landing. 

Normally, the aircraft 
would be expected to go with¬ 
out replacement parts for 
thousands of cycles, an Air 
Canada maintenance official 
said.

“I’m sick and tired of wading through 17 pages 
of letters, all in connection with one item,” Aid. 
Alt Hood said after committee had worked its way 
about halfway through the 88-page agenda. 

“It’s a waste of stationery. A short summary 
of ail correspondence pertaining to each item 
should be good enough,” Hood said. 

One of the items about which Hood com¬ 
plained was accompanied by 19 pages of letters, 
memos and reports. 

The aldermen instructed the city manager 
to keep the agenda to a manageable size in future. 


Committee Recommends: 


Underground Parking 


Builders of four-storey 
frame apartment buildings 
will have to provide more 
landscaped areas and at least 
3) per cent underground park¬ 
ing, if city council approves a 
recommendation Tuesday by 
Victoria’s zoning committee. 

The new regulations are 
contained in a proposed 
amendment to the city’s zon¬ 
ing bylaw. 

The proposal calls for lands¬ 
caping of at least 45 per cent 
of the total building site. The 
present requirement is for 30 
per cent landscatping. 

It also specifies that at least 
50 per cent of the. parking 
spaces must be underground. 
At present, all parking may 
be above ground. 

Zoning committee chairman 
Aid. Mike Young said in an 
Interview following the meet¬ 
ing the amendment was de¬ 
signed to put an end to black¬ 
topping half the city. 

"The (new) regulations 
apply only to the four-storey 


frame structures. Even those 
which are considered of a 
good design and quality, have 
acres of surface parking. We 
had to do something about 
that,” Young said. 


The 50-per-cent increase in 
landscaping required under 
the amendment, Young said, 
would also help upgrade the 
appearance of the apartment 
buildings.

For the last 18 months, 
the city has been trying to 
stall the project which eventu¬ 
ally resulted in court action 
being initiated by Mace 
against the city. 

Mace still $ays he 
valid contract but the 
says the 24-storey proposal re¬ 
quires a new public hearing. 

Mace won’t comment on his 
plans, but is expected to boy¬ 
cott the public hearing. 

A few days ago, he said 
would proceed with legal 
tion against the city and 
would seek a hearing in the 
courts in April. 

He. Is suing for about $1 
million in damages he claims 
haa been caused by the city’s 
delay in approving the proj¬ 
ect.

Poses Danger 


A community water system 
on Saturna Island that nobody 
wants to operate continues to 
be "potentially dangerous," 
the Greater Victoria health 
board was told Tuesday. 

And for at least the fourth 
time, some 85 property- 
owners who use the system 
are being told to boil the 
water before using it for 
domestic purposes. 

Board members voted to 
send the warning letter after 
they were given a brief his¬ 
tory of what is called the 
Money Bros, and Pedersen 


Water System, the only un¬ 
treated surface system within 
the health board's region. 

Water sampling turned up 
signs of contamination first in 
1970 

The system has three sepa¬ 
rate sources — LyaU Creek 
a large slough in a cattle pas¬ 
ture. and springs from a hill¬ 
side whose waters flow 
through a succession of 45- 
gallon drums. 

The owners, a corporation 
since the B.C. government 
turned the system into a pub¬ 
lic utility, claim they can’t af- 


UVic Law School 
One Step Closer 


Plans for establishing a law 
school at the University of 
Victoria are one step further 
ahead, Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald announced Tues¬ 
day. 

Macdonald told the Legisla¬ 
ture that since mentioning in 
the house two weeks ago that 
. he wou\d like to see a law 
school at the university, he 
had received a letter from 
UVic president Dr. Hugh Far* 
quhar. 

The letter, ho said, had in¬ 
formed him that a small 
committee from the universi¬ 
ty and the Victoria Bar Asso¬ 
ciation had been set up to 
study the proposal, particular¬ 
ly such matters as curricu¬ 
lum. 

The government had been 
asked to appoint a represent¬ 
ative to the committee which 
it would gladly do, he said. 

He told the house he was 
pleased that the university, 
the community and the local 
lawyers were becoming in¬ 
volved in the project, and 


ho))ed it would come to frui¬ 
tion soon. 


If such cooperation and en- 
t h u s i a s m , continued, he 
suggested, it would be possi¬ 
ble for B.C. to have a second 
law school "without a great 
expenditure of money" be¬ 
cause law schools, compared 
to other sorts of professional 
faculties, were relatively in¬ 
expensive to set up. 


Macdonald repeated his 
conviction that the province 
should have a second law 
school because the one at the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia, "good as it Is," turns 
away too many students each 
year. 

It is part of the rights of 
young people to study law, if 
thev have the desire and the 
ability to do it, he said, and 
many are now being denied 
that right because there is 
only one law school. 

Many applicants are turned 
away every year, enough to 
fill up another school, he said.

"You get people who say, 
‘I’ve drunk this water for 40 
years and nothing has ever 
happened,’ but history has 
proven than an outbreak can 
come tomorrow." 

Benham said that the Satur¬ 
na Island water hasn’t been 
tested for 2% years because 
tests always turned up posi¬ 
tive before and any more 
sampling "would be a drain 
on the taxpayer’s pocketbook." 

He added that the water is 
very susceptible lo animal 
and human pollution. 

What the health board 
hopes, he said, is that the pop¬ 
ulation on the island will as¬ 
sume control over the system, 
spend some money on treat¬ 
ment and sell it to them¬ 
selves at a nominal cost.

Quick Ovens Can Be Harmful

Prolonged radiation from microwave 
ovens can eventually damage a person’s 
eyes, testicles and central nervous system, 
and can cause a heart pacemaker to mal¬ 
function, Greater Victoria health board was 
told Tuesday. 

This information was contained in a re¬ 
port which shows that 18 of 34 microwave 
ovens tested in Greater Victoria last October 
were leaking above the accepted level. Some 
leakage was found in 25 of them. 

Industrial hygienist, Donald Ife told board 
members that the high-frequency heat rays 
which cook food quickly can be dangerous as 
far as 12 feet away from the oven. 

Also, he said, the devices were being in¬ 
stalled in school cafeterias where students 
were heating sandwiches “and having a high 
old time with them.” 

Ifc noted that British Columbia has no 


regulations on the use or surveillance of the 
ovens, and this was necessary because they 
“do not stand up to hard wear and tear.” 

“There was one instance in the Interior 
where a waitress had her boyfriend remove 
the door of the oven so she could save time 
opening and closing the machine when cook¬ 
ing meals. She was treated for radiation 
bums.” 

Ife explained that the bums can be both 
internal and external, since the rays pene¬ 
trate the skin. “They are extremely hazard¬ 
ous for pacemakers, and can slow them down 
or cut them off altogether,” he said. 

In an interview from Vancouver, Dr. John 
Smith of the government’s division of occupa¬ 
tional health pointed out: 

’’It’s not an emergency situation by any 
stretch of the Imagination.” 

Smith said that while tests are in¬ 
conclusive, it appears that it would take 
daily exposure for as much as five years 
before any biological damage occurs. 


Dr. K. I. G. Benson, director of local 
health services, said it was important to dis¬ 
tinguish between “potentially dangerous” 
and “actually dahgerous.” 

“At the moment, we are taking steps to 
see that all public health inspectors are fa¬ 
miliar with the machines that can detect 
leakages in ovens.” 

Surprisingly, at Wednesday’s health board 
meeting it was admitted that the owners of 
defective ovens in the health board region 
had not been informed about their leaking 
machines. 

This was put right when the board 
members appipved a resolution by Saanich 
Aid. Les Passmore that the proprietors be 
told in a letter from the board. 

The 11-page report, while not mentioning 
anything about a dangerous length of ex¬ 
posure, did quote an American radiology ex- 
pert as to the biological effects of exposure. 

Dr. Wellington Moore of the Public Health 


Service, Rockville, HI., said eyes and testi¬ 
cles are most sensitive and added: 

“A large number of general effects due to 
chronic exposure to low levels of microwave 
radiation . . . have been claimed by the medi¬ 
cal authorities in the U.S.S.R. and these 
include bradycardia (slowing of the heart 
rate) hypertension, hyperthyroidism, central 
nervous system exhaustion, decrease in the 
sense of smell and changes in intraocular 
<ear> pressure.” 

Under certain conditions, ckposure to re¬ 
pairmen could be quite severe, the report 
adds. 

Prepared by the health board and the 
division of environmental engineering, the 
report says that the biggest problem with the 
ovens tested in Greater Victoria is worn door 
seals, and the unsanitary conditions of some 
of them were “appalling.” 

It recommended regular inspections, a 
hazard warning similar to those on cigarette 
packages, a complete province-wide survey 
and the adoption of uniform standards. 


B.C. Mortgage Warning:

Unscrupulous mortgage 
brokers who charge overly 
high interest rates, large real 
estate combines springing up 
in B.C., and sellers of “Ari¬ 
zona pastureland and Texas 
dryland” came under fire in 
the Legislature Tuesday from 
Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald. ' 

And Macdonald served no¬ 
tice the government will take 
action where possible to re¬ 
medy the wrongs done by 
those people and companies, 
particularly In the field of 
mortgages. 

Of Concern 

Referring to mortgages, 
Macdonald replied to David 
Brousson (L—North Van- 
couver-Capilano) who in a 
speech to the house Feb. 5 
said that hundreds of British 
Columbia residents were 
being gypped by unethical 
mortgage brokers who 


charged usurious rates of in¬ 
terest. 

Macdonald said the problem 
had been of concern to him, 
particularly as the problems 
mentioned by Brousson nor¬ 
mally hit the poorer and 
weaker members of society. 

Most of the 284 mortgage 
brokers and 615 sub-brokers 
now registered under the pro¬ 
vincial Mortgage Brokers Act 
were “reputable business¬ 
men,” he said, but there were 
“some unscrupulous excep¬ 
tions.” 

About six or eight of these 
firms now are under inves¬ 
tigation by his department, 
Macdonald said, and two have 
already had their licences 
cancelled. 

Act Section 

Another solution to the 
problem, he said, was to take 
the mortgage brokers in such 
cases to court under the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act. A sec¬ 
tion of that act states that in

cases of “harsh and uncons¬ 
cionable ... or otherwise in¬ 
equitable” transactions, a 
court has the jjower to rescind 
the transaction and “put it 
back together again, on a 
fairer basis.”

He emphasized the govern¬ 
ment wasn’t taking direct 
legal action under the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act as it 
was a civil matter between 
the broker and the customer. 
However, the government was 
advisidg and assisting be¬ 
cause it felt cases should go 
to the courts so they “can 
right this usurious wrong.” 

Another solution he was 
looking into was that of hav¬ 
ing the companies involved 
set aside a pool of funds 
where people in need would 
be able to get funds, even 
though they weren’t good 
credit risks. 

Pool Setup 

He planned to approach the 
companies soon with this 
idea, he said, and hoped they 
would go into it voluntarily. If 
they didn’t, he would consider 
legislation forcing them to set 
up such a pool. 

The pool, he said, would 
operate in a similar way to 
the one for assigned-risk 
drivers for automobile insur¬ 
ance. Each company would 
put a certain amount into the 
pool, and this money would 
then be used as mortgages for 
those who wouldn’t be able to 
get them otherwise, except at 
very high interest rates. 

Referring to other aspects 
of real estate, he expressed 
concern about the “great real 
estate combines which are 
springing up in the province 
of British Columbia.” He 
named Block Bros.. Wall and 
Redekopp and A. E. LePage 
as three such combines. 

Boards Hit 

He felt salesmen for these 
combines and for other agents 
as well might not lie ade¬ 
quately protected by existing 
legislation, and might be only 
a “pool of underpaid talents” 
for the combines. 

He was also disturbed, he 
said, about the lack of demo¬ 
cratic participation in real es¬ 
tate boards, which are com¬ 
posed solely of agents, having 
no salesmen or members of 
the general public on them. 

This should be changed lie- 
cause they acted as judicial 
and semi-public bodies, he 
said. 

He also questioned the 
levels of commission made by 
real estate firms — 5 per cent 
on ordinary sales, 7 per cent 
on multiple-listing sales, and 
10 per cent on sales of vacant 
land or farmland. 

Although these percentages 
seemed almost fixed in B.C., 
real estate agents in Manitoba 
managed to operate with only 
a 6-per-cent commission on 
multiple listing sales, he 
noted as an example.

, “The door is still shut, but 
it’s not locked” on the possi¬ 
bility of government financial 
aid to British Columbia’s in¬ 
dependent schools, the provin¬ 
cial cabinet told a delegation 
from the schools Tuesday. 

Ten representatives from the 
Federation of Independent 
Schools Association met with 
the entire cabinet for more 
than half an hour Tuesday 
morning to discuss the ques¬ 
tion of aid to the province’s 
independent schools which 
have a total enrolment of 
about 23,000 students. 

Before the meeting about 
125 students from Victoria in¬ 
dependent schools, especially 
St. Ann’s Academy and St. 
Andrew's School, staged a 
show of support for the dele¬ 


gation on the lawns in front of 
the Legislative Buildings. 

After the meeting FISA 
president John Waller told 
newsmen the cabinet hud 
agreed to ask the province’s 
universities to review the in¬ 
dependent schools “with a 
view to giving them formal 
accreditation.” 

This will help students both 
inside and outside the prov¬ 
ince when, within the next 
few years, all provincial gov¬ 
ernment examinations are 
phased out. It is the plan that 
these exams will all disappear 
over the next few years. 

Waller said the delegation 
was also told that the govern¬ 
ment was actively working on 
a solution to some of the 
transportation problems of in¬ 
dependent schools — particu¬ 


larly the use of public school 
buses to transport indepen¬ 
dent school pupils as well as 
public school pupils. 

This was being considered 
by Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer in his exam- 
nation of the general trans¬ 
portation problems of the 
province. 

Improving the busing situa¬ 
tion for independent school 
pupils was one promise made 
by Premier Barrett and the 
New Democratic Party during 
the August election campaign. 

But as far as direct finan¬ 
cial aid to independent 
schools, Waller said, the cabi¬ 
net had told them the policy 
of the party must change be¬ 
fore the government’s policy 
of not granting such aid could 
change.

Mrs. Reader 
said cases of malnutrition 
have been detected in the dis¬ 
trict’s special classes for chil¬ 
dren with learning and emo¬ 
tional difficulties, something 
she believes may be proof 
that their handicaps are being 
caused by improper diet. 

"No doubt the situation is 
the same in other school dis¬ 
tricts,” she said. 

During the meeting she won 
approval for a resolution to 
the B.C. School Trustees As¬ 
sociation convention in May 
which asks the association to 
try to persuade the universi¬ 
ties to institute “meaningful 
courses” on malnutrition for 
all medical students. 

\ She said such courses 
should be designed to “pre¬ 
vent physical, mental and 
emotional problems caused by 
malnutrition.” 

The board gave final ap¬ 
proval of the 1973 operating 
budget for 56.3 million, up 
about 10 i>er cent from last 
year. 

Finance committee chair¬ 
man Horst Doniecki was 
hopeful that it would mean lit¬ 
tle difference in costs to the 
homeowner sipce the school 
population is also up about 10 
per cent. 


No RCMP at Meet

The Vancouver Island head of the RCMP 
disclosed Tuesday he has instructed all his 
men, including the Greater Victoria drug 
squad, not to attend tonight’s public meeting 
in Victoria high school auditorium on drugs 
problems. 

Superintendent J. M. Nelson has been in¬ 
vited to the meeting at 7:30 p.m. by Canadi¬ 
an Concerned Citizens, a Victoria group 
which is holding the meeting to find out what 
the public in Victoria wants to say or ask 
about drugs. 

Nelson qaid police might be accused if 
anyone who speaks up at the meeting as a 
drugs user is arrested or interrogated “with¬ 
in three days or even 30 days.” 

He said the police role is one of enforce¬ 
ment within well-defined limits and any po¬ 
liceman at the meeting could not answer 


questions so his attendance might be consid¬ 
ered a threat. Anyway, he said, government 
officials have promised to be there and would 
be in a better position to answer questions. 

Premier Barrett said he hoped to attend 
and Rehabilitation Minister Norman Levi 
was expected to be there, along with repre¬ 
sentatives of Victoria area MPs Allan McKin¬ 
non and Donald Munro. 

Members of the Victoria and Saanich po¬ 
lice forces are expected to be in the audience 
— constables wlio have been Invited at the 
suggestion of drugs users who described 
them as fair men. None is connected with the 
RCMP drug squad. 

Entry to the auditorium is through 
the front and side doors at Victoria 
high school. Parking is Available in the staff 
and student’s lots and there is also a lof at 
Gladstone and Chambers. The meeting is 
free.

‘Government Clinics Needed 9 


Treatment of drug addicts 
and alcoholics should be made 
the responsibility of the pro¬ 
vincial health department, 
Greater Victoria health of¬ 
ficer Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread 
said Tuesday. 

The subject of addiction 
was not on the agenda of the 
monthly meeting of the re¬ 
gional health board, but 
school trustee Harry Graham 


popped the question during 
discussion of the board’s 
printed outline of services. 

“All the various programs 
and efforts for addicts,” Whit¬ 
bread said, "are to some ex¬ 
tent a waste of money. Mil¬ 
lions are being spent and no¬ 
body is made responsible.” 

He echoed the views of 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
by saying that several govern¬ 


ment departments and go¬ 
vernment-funded groups are 
involved in trying to solve the 
drug dependency problem and 
all this does is create a.>mud- 
dle. 

“We have programs for 
things like VD and TB con¬ 
trol, so why can’t we have a 
program for addicts and alco¬ 
holics?” 

Whitbread described police 


“drunk tanks" as absolutely 
useless, and said addicts 
should be kept in sanatoriums 
until they are freed of their 
dependency. 

Graham concurred, and 
suggested that governmenf- 
supervised clinics where 
drugs are given to addicts at 
cost would eliminate "a lot of 
petty thievery and vandal¬ 
ism.” 


The board has also aj> 
proved in principle a recom¬ 
mendation from vice-chair¬ 
man Alan Littlcr that an at¬ 
tempt be made to make It 
mandatory for the provincial 
education department to give 
approval before any sub¬ 
division can be developed in 
the school district. 

Trustees say that in the un¬ 
organized area subdivisions 
have sprung up unexpectedly 
and are over-taxing nearby 
schools. One example is 
Happy Valley school where 
jicrniission had been sought 
for a two-room addition. The 
provincial government al¬ 
lowed only one room.

Urged 


Establishment of a 51.35 
million land-acquisition fund 
was recommended Tuesday to 
Victoria city council by the 
land development committee. 

The aim of the fund is to en¬ 
able the city to buy and hold 
property which can be devel¬ 
oped for a variety of pur¬ 
poses. 

The land to be purchased 
under this scheme would fall 
Into two categories. 

One would consist of proper¬ 
ty to be used for parks and 
publie. works purposes. The 
other would comprise proper¬ 
ties that are considered im- 
jortant in long-range planning 
schemes. 

The committee recommend¬ 
ed that the fund be es¬ 
tablished by transferring 
5500,000 from the last capital 
budget, borrowing another 
5500.000, and using the 
5350,000 expected from the 
sale of a parcel of land In Vic¬ 
toria West to the provincial 
government. 

Alderman also recommend¬ 
ed that sufficient money be 
allocated in the city’s 1973 cur¬ 
rent budget to repay the 
5500,000 to be borrowed. 

According to the proposal, 
the municipal manager would 
be given authority to allocate 
up to 5500 to obtain options on 
properties that are offered for 
sale. The actual acquisitions 
would then be discussed and 
decided upon by council. 

If the fund te extensively 
used, it would be replenished 
In the next capital budget to 
go before ratepayers for ap¬ 
proval In 1976. 

In a report to the commit¬ 
tee, City Manager Bill Hooson 
said that the city may wiah to 
buy key properties where it 
plans to build small “pocket” 
malls within existing city 
blocks.

Burned\ Beaten , and Too Young to Talk 


VANCOUVER (CP> -- Tht 
little boy in the hospital emer¬ 
gency wzrd has a toy truck 
and a broken- arm. The child 
is whimpering softly, his 
mother is nowhere In sight. 

The toddler, under a year 
old. is. in fact, the tip of a ter¬ 
rifying iceberg child-beat¬ 
ing. And it was his mother 
who broke his arm, in a black 
rage angered by his crying, 


or dirty diapers, or any of a 
thousand other little things 
that really aren't the child’s 
fault. 

Bilf McFarland, assistant 
director of Vancouver's Chil¬ 
dren’s Aid Society, has seen 
hundreds of such cases. And 
he estimated that 90 per cent 
of British Columbia's child¬ 
beating incidents, involving 
burned or beaten toddlers, go 
unrejiorted to authorities.

"But the question is, come 
hell or high water, do you 
continue to protect the 
parents?” 

He doesn’t, however, favor 
throwing the child-beater into 
prison. 

"Charging them and putting 
them in jail doesn't solve the 
problem," he said. "It just 
eases the community’s con¬ 
science. I’ve seen them get 
five or seven year* and usual¬ 
ly they don’t get much treat¬ 
ment and they can come out 
of prison and have more kids. 

"Admittedly, it's very hard 
to ( get someone to be sympa¬ 
thetic toward someone that 
beats up babies,” he said. 

"What we 'try to do i* 
understand what causes them 
to do it, why they dp it. The 
minute you start condemning 
them they get more hostile 
and more defensive." 

McFarland explained that 
in many cases of child-beat¬ 
ing, role-reversal takes place 
between parent and child 
the abusive parent expects to 
be mothered by the child. 

"They have very high and 
definite expectations of the 
child that very few children 
can live up to. They ask, ‘Why 
is the child acting this way to¬ 
ward me?’ and 'Why don’t 
you give me the affection I 
want?’ when it should be the 
other way around." 

The child-beater fits no eco¬ 
nomic pattern. 

There are cases of doctors 
and lawyers, people who <we 
outwardly normal and well- 
adjusted and have normal so¬ 
cial lives, who go home and 
beat up their kids.” 

The majority of child-beat¬ 
ing victim* are pre-schoolers, 
most under 12 months of age. 
These are the "invisible" chil¬ 
dren, the ohes who aren’t in 
school yet where a teacher 
would report injuries. 

McFarland pulled a sheaf of 
pictures out of his desk that 
he uses at lectures and semi¬ 
nars. 

"Here’s a little girl from 
Calgary whose mother used to 
hold her upside down over 
boiling water . . ." 

And then, he 6aid, there are 
"the vegetables” — poker- 
faced children with perma¬ 
nent brain damage — "the 
ones who weren’t lucky 
enough to die.” 

But he added that the bi¬ 
zarre cases are the minority'. 

"The majority are kids that 
are just slugged by the father 
or mother, get the black eyes, 
that sort of thing," he said. 

Another tragic aspect is 
that children of abusive 
parents tend to become child- 
beaters themselves. 

He 6aid that what happens 
most often in moderate to se¬ 
vere child-beating cases i* 
that the child is taken away 
from the parent, who then un¬ 
dergoes treatment 

"In Jhe vast majority of 
cases, “we try to see that the 
child is returned to the 
parents, once they've got 
their problems straightened 
out.’’ 

He said he hoped the New 
Democratic Party govern¬ 
ment in B.C., headed by 
former social worker Dave 
Barrett, would pass legisla¬ 
tion requiring stricter report¬ 
ing of suspected child-beating 
cases.

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Film-Making Print Media Bypass 
As Therapy Helps Patients

Not so long ago a 15-year- 
old victim of muscular dys¬ 
trophy at the G. R. Pearkes 
Clinic was so reluctant to 
communicate that his teach¬ 
ers almost gave up hope for 
his progress. 

Now, lne months later, his 
skill at producing his own and 
group television films is as¬ 
tounding ail about him, and 
his case is not isolated. 

Geoff Potter, a media in¬ 


structor in the faculty of edu¬ 
cation at the university of 
Victoria, began a film-making 
research project at the clinic 
last year. 

“We had this idea for kids 
who needed help with the 
communication gap. I applied 
to the Vancouver Foundation 
and got a grant for $2,000 to 
aid in our research,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

Geoff says he is convinced 
that just because youngsters 
who can’t speak well or at all, 
or write, can be directed into 


another form of com¬ 
munication, and film-making 
seems to be that avenue. 

Assisted by three UVlc un¬ 
dergraduate students in edu¬ 
cation and with the blessing 
of the clinic staff and Greater 
Victoria school board, Geoff is 
spending two or three days a 
week instructing at least 12 
clinic patients in the complex¬ 
ities of film-making. 

The university students, all 
members of Geoff’s course 
at UVic. wilk obtain credits 
for their work in the research. 


Also assisting are young 
volunteers working at the 
clinic. 

When Geoff began the proj¬ 
ect he took all sorts of sophis¬ 
ticated cameras, films and vi¬ 
deotapes into one of the 
classrooms and won 
the students. 

“They were fascinated with 
the stuff, especially when they 
discovered they were to use 
the equipment, it was to be 
their own thing,” he says. 

Also purchased with the 
grant was a closed-circuit 
television station so the films 
the students produce can be 
shown, evaluated and enjoyed. 

Friday afternoons is group 
day. This is when all the stu¬ 
dents join together to work on 
an animated cartoon, utilizing . 
the resources at the clinic. 

"Within tills project, we are 
trying to make an attempt to 
discern the value of the non- 
print media to help the chil¬ 
dren communicate,” 

Geoff. 

"TV has an immediate feed¬ 
back you can't find in reading 
or other forms of com¬ 
munication.” 

Another teenager who Geoff 
says due to his physical and 
mental condition "has had a 
lot of trouble finding his 
niche,” has responded so well 
to the program, he’s asking 
for greater control and say in 
the film-making process. 

“He has found a room in 
the basement at the clinic 
which he wants turned into a 
darkroom,” Geoff says.

LONDON (AP) — A quiet 
revolution at ScoUand Yard 
has given London’s women 
bobbies equality with men on 
the city’s police force. The 
gals can even be boss — and 
in some units they are. 

For 54 years, the women 
were confined to the tradi¬ 
tional female side of law en¬ 
forcement: caring for lost 
children, escorting women 
prisoners, dealing with prosti¬ 
tutes. 

But all that is changing, 
and quietly. A week ago Mon¬ 
day, Scotland Yard dosed Its 
A4 department, the section 
comprising London’s 661 
women£> police. The women 
were assigned among Scot¬ 
land Yard’s other depart¬ 
ments. 

Full integration of women 
became official during the 
weekend, says the Scotland 
Yard newspaper The Job. Al¬ 
though not secret, the new 
order at Scotland Yard would 
have gone all but unnoticed 
except for the report in The 
Job. 

Under tne new system, 
women can and do head pre¬ 
cinct stations and homicide 
squads. 

“There will be no more re¬ 
strictions to what a woman 
police officer may do or to 
how high she can rise in the 
force,’’ said a spokesman at 
the Yard, headquarters of 
London’s metropolitan police 
force. "Women now are eligi¬ 
ble for the commissioner’s 
job.’’ 

The commissioner is. the su¬ 
preme boss of the Yard and 
its force of 21,500 constables 
who cover the 787.7 square 
miles that make up Metropoli¬ 
tan London, with its popula¬ 
tion of more than eight mil¬ 
lion. 

Commander Shirley Becke, 
who headed A4, commented: 
"We are not sorry to see the 
branch going. Women now 
can take on any job.’’

Dear Ann Ijuidera: As a 

horticultural scientist I am 
pleased to note the current in¬ 
terest of your readers in 
human environment. I am 
concerned, however, about 
the number of readers who 
buy the idea that plants re¬ 
spond to human emotions, 
such as love and hostility. 

I refer specifically to the 
letter from the woman who 
reported a luxuriant response 
of her heretofore scraggly 
house plants after she moved 
them near the phone so they 
could get in on the conversa¬ 
tions. She said it helped them 
feel "included and loved." 

There is no acientific evi¬ 
dence that plants respond to 
affection, but we do know that 
most house plants thrive at a 
moderately warm tempera¬ 
ture and a relatively high hu¬ 
midity with good light. This 
letter is not intended as a 
short course on growing house 
plants, Ann, but rather an at¬ 
tempt to explain why the wo¬ 
man’s plants did better when 
she moved them near the tele¬ 
phone.

I imagine almost every home garden¬ 
er would like to have a rhododendron in 
his garden, but he thinks only of those 
big, showy hybrid kinds that bear 
enormous trusses of bloom In April and 
May. It takes a fairly large garden to 
accommodate these giants of the tribe, 
and they look rather overpowering in 
a pocket handkerchief size city lot. 

If you have only a tiny plot — and 
always providing you can offer a lime- 
free soil — you'll find the “wild” or 
species rhododendrons a more practic¬ 
able proposition. Admittedly, some of 
these wildings are miffy subjects that 
need a lot of babying, but there is one 
of the species rhododendrons which is 
such an easy doer and so good natured. 
it should be an honored guest in every 
small garden. This is Rhododendron 
praecox. 

Praecox means “early’’ and this one 
certainly lives up to its name, flowering 
much earlier than the big hybrids and 
covering itself with its rosy purple 
blooms in March — some years even 
In February. And not only does it 
bloom early in the year — it blooms 
early in life, too, growing very slowly 
and remaining small and shapely for 
a very long time. 

' My specimen is seven years old and 
Is still only three feet tall, and I am 
told that five feet is about the maxi¬ 


mum it will reach even in good soil. 
It is evergreen, and tolerates more sun 
than most of the rhododendrons. Mine 
was just a tiny plant when I bought 
it, a little over a foot tall, and it start¬ 
ed blooming the year following its plant¬ 
ing. If I remember correctly, it cost me 
$4.50 but I imagine prices havegone up 
considerably in the last seven years. 

» □ 

After doing battle with black spot on 
the roses, brown rot on cherries and 
plums, leaf curl on peaches, toad¬ 
stools in the lawn and mildew on almost 
everything in the garden, one can 
hardly blame the home gardener for 
looking upon all forms of fungus as 
enemies, to be destroyed on sight. Yet 
we have our friendly fungi too. and 
some of these are highly essential to 
plant life. 

The roots of coniferous trees in 
particular seems to enter into a mutual 
aid pact with certain soil fungi, and 
ihese trees never seem entirely happy 
in fungus-free soil. If you were to dig 
up an evergreen in the wild, chances 
are you would see this nurse fungus on 
the roots, looking rather like a light 
dusting of whitish powder. 

I have found it good insurance, when 
planting evergreens, to get a bucketful 
of soil from the woods, taking it from 


under a healthy coniferous tree. Mixed 
into the planting site, it inoculate* the 
soil with this root-aiding fungus, to the 
great benefit of the tree. 

Speaking of fungi, because a fa titer 
rolled his five-year-old son directly 
against the earth to extinguish the boy s 
blazing clothing, medicine may have a 
new agent for the treating of severe 
burns. It is a fungus, identified as one 
of the Fusarium group, w4iich appar¬ 
ently aids the healing of burned tissues 
in humans. 

Three days after the little victim 
had been admitted to the University 
Hospital at Columbus, Missouri, his 
wounds were covered with a white, 
cottony growth. It is surmised that the 
fungus had been introduced when the 
boy was rolled on the'ground. 

Fourteen days after the accident, 
the first clean-up surgery whs perform¬ 
ed. It proved to be one of the simplest 
and easiest of such procedures in severe 
burn cases. This was attributed to the 
action of the fungus growth in freeing 
the burn debris from the underlying 
healthy tissue so it could be removed 
without the usual cutting and snipping. 

The heeling agent in the fungus is 
under further study at the university 
by Dr. John Peterson, assistant profes¬ 
sor of botany, working with the univer¬ 
sity hospital.

Nurnberg doesn’t quite sob 
on paper, but he comes close 
to answering a description 
composed to fit other circum¬ 
stances by* Theodore Bern¬ 
stein, long the New York 
Times guardian of style. 

"The author.” Bernstein 
once wrote in a review, 
"adopts an I-can-laugh-at-it- 
now - but - it-was-no-laughing- 
matter-at-the-time attitude" 
— a structure, incidentally, 
which Mr. Nurnberg nomin¬ 
ates as the world’s longest hy¬ 
phen. 

Are Numberg’s worst fears 
justified? Must a grammarian 
come on lightly or be ig¬ 
nored? Are people that care¬ 
less about saying and writing 
things "correctly”?

Maybe the pessimists on 
language pollution should take 
heart. There are more of 
them than they may imagine. 
All one has to do is write a 
column on language pollution 
and they materialize in mass 
to point out the bad gram¬ 
mar one has used in criticiz¬ 
ing the bad grammar of 
others.

Abortion Bill 
Passes Hurdle

OTTAWA — After more 
than an hour of agonizing in¬ 
decision for Liberals as a 
party, and for many Conser¬ 
vatives as individuals, the 
Commons has voted 179 to 56 
for a private member’s bill to 
legalize abortion on demand. 

The bill was hedged with 
qualifications — the "de¬ 
mand" good only up to 12 
weeks and after that only 
upon medical necessity — but 
it remained a vote for abor¬ 
tion. 

The troubled Liberals voted 
for it. 

So did the New Democrats, 
whose New Westminster MP 
Stuart Leggatt had moved it. 

The Creditistes were as so¬ 
lidly against as the Liberals 
were for it. 

And the Conservatives split, 
with leader Robert Stanfield 
and a few other Tory front¬ 
benchers supporting it but an¬ 
other 29 of them, including 
former prime minister Die- 
fenbaker, opposing it. - 

What bothered the Liberals 
was that while many insisted 
they were voting not for abor¬ 
tion but for the principle that 
every MP has a right to bring 
in a bill, their vote would re¬ 
flect on them as pro-abor¬ 
tionists. 

House leader Allan MacEa- 
chen wanted to explain this 
before the Commons divided 
on the question Tuesday. But 
Speaker Lucien Lamoureux 
would not permit it. 

To the liberal rescue, taking 


them nicely off the hook, 
came freshman Conservative 
MP Douglas Roche of Edmon¬ 
ton Strathcona. Suspecting 
perhaps that the vote did not 
truly reflect the feelings of all 
Liberals or even the govern¬ 
ment itself, he asked for ‘clar¬ 
ification.’ 

Where did the government 
really stand on the conten¬ 
tious question? He asked, then 
explained that while he per¬ 
sonally had voted for the 
abortion bill as a matter of 
principle of parliamentary 
rights, he was against it on 
grounds of morality. 

Up leaped Justice Minister 
Otto Lang in all eagerness to 
explain tiiat the government 
did not intend to introduce 
such a bill itself, nor would it 
support such a measure if it 
were again brought in. 

Some Conservatives were 
furious that one of their own 
members should have provid¬ 
ed the worried Liberals with 
6Uch a beautiful "out." 

The Creditistes - who could 
have used the Liberal abor¬ 
tion vote very handily in the 
next election, were even more 
enraged. 

The pragmatic New Demo¬ 
crats were equally astounded 
and amused. 

The whole episode had ex¬ 
ploded quite unexpectedly. 

Moving along quietly with 
its routine business, the House 
heard the abortion bill moved, 
and the Speaker asking, as is 
customary, whether there was 
leave to bring in the bill. 


Investigation Urged 
Into Fuel Price Hike 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Con¬ 
sumers’ Association of Cana¬ 
da urged the federal govern¬ 
ment today to investigate re¬ 
cent price increases for gaso¬ 
line and fuel oil. 

In a brief calling for an in¬ 
quiry under the Combines 
Investigation Act, the associa¬ 
tion said price increases by

Ltd., Texaco Canada Ltd. and 
Petrofina Canada Ltd.

The speculators who forced 
the devaluation—international 
bankers seeking a quick profit 

began buying back the $fi 
billion they sold to the West 
German central bank last 
week. 

The final U.S. dollar price 
in West Germany Tuesday 
was 2.95 marks, giving specu¬ 
lators a weekend profit of 
about eight per cent. U.S. dol¬ 
lars were exchanged at 3.15

QUEBEC (CP) Aurele 
Pelletier, vice-president of 
Tele-Capitale, operators of 
television station CFCM-TV in 
Quebec, said Tuesday an 
agreement has been reached 
between police and a group of 
owners of private French-lan¬ 
guage broadcasting outlets to 
"direct" reporters in presen¬ 
tation of news during times of 
crisis. 

Pelletier, who said he was a 
spokesman for the 70-memher 


Canadian French-Language 
Radio and Television Associa¬ 
tion, made the statement be¬ 
fore a legislature committee 
on freedom of the press. 

His remarks appeared to 
surprise Communications 
Minister Jean-Paul L’Allier, 
who cautioned against "es¬ 
tablishing police control on in¬ 
formation during unforesee¬ 
able and trying times." 

Pelletier said (he agree¬ 
ment, details of which he did 


not divulge, involved the 
membership of the associa¬ 
tion and unspecified police 
forces. 

The plan of action would 
"direct newsmen in their 
method of informing the pub¬ 
lic so that news may he pre¬ 
sented in a much more mea¬ 
sured and realistic way, 
avoiding sensationalism as 
much is possible." 

Pelletier said the takeover 
of several broadcasting sta¬ 
tions last May during a Que¬ 


bec public service strike was 
a major factor in the associa¬ 
tion’s decision to set up a plan 
of action for such events in 
the future. 

He said the association 
communicated with Jus¬ 
tice Minister Jerome Cho- 
quette, who authorized a 
study of the May events. 

Contacts also were initiated 
with the federal solicitor- 
general so that the RCMP 
could participate in the plan, 
he said. The Canadian Radio- 


Television Commission was 
aware of these moves. 

Paul Audette, president of 
the association* said that dur¬ 
ing the laborjfetrife of last 
May, "radio and television 
stations were completely in 
the hands of certain individu¬ 
als who could do or say what 
they wanted on the air, and 
not necessarily in the best in¬ 
terests of the public." 

He said there was no ques¬ 
tion of outside control of the 
news involved in the plan.

The switch will create prob¬ 
lems in the already crowded 
Cowichan high school, and 
will bring total enrolment to

“The school administration 
has definite misgivings in in¬ 
creasing the enrolment of the 
high school by such a large 
amount.” said education com¬ 
mittee chairman Dr. John 
Philps.

Because of the limited study 
areas at the school, some of 
the students will have to leave 
the school during their free 
period Philps said, making 
the usual attendance checks 
impossible. 

“This means we will have 
to change the type of high 


school we have got and make 
It more like a university. The 
students will have a measure 
of free time which they may 
use as they wish,” he said. 

Trustee Don Martin consid¬ 


ered the changeover to be 
coming too quickly on the 
heels of the amalgamation, 
saying Cowichan’s facilities 
would be too greatly taxed by 
the additional students. 


A community water system 
on Saturna Island that nobody 
wants to operate continues to 
be "potentially dangerous.” 
the Greater Victoria health 
board was told Tuesday. 

And, for at least the fourth- 
time. some 85 property- 
owners who use the system 
are being told to boil the 
water before using it for 
domestic purposes. 

Board members voted to 
send the warning letter after 
they were given a brief his¬ 
tory of what is called the 
Money Bros, and Pedersen 
Water System, the only un- 
* treated surface system within 
the health board s region. 

Water sampling turned up 
signs of contamination first in 
1970. 

The system has three sepa¬ 
rate sources — Lyall Creek 
a large slough in a cattle pas¬ 
ture, and springs from a hill¬ 
side whose waters flow¬ 
through a succession of 45- 
gallon drums. 

The owners, a corporation 
since the B.C. government 
turned the system into a pub¬ 
lic utility, claim they can’t af¬ 
ford to chlorinate the water 
since they are running at a 
loss. 

They have asked the Public 
Utilities Commission to shut it

down, but this request was 
refused. The Capital Regional 
Board has also refused to 
take the system over. 

And under the terms of the 
provincial Health Act. the 
Greater Victoria health board 
is powerless to condemn the 
system.

Meanwhile, company direc¬ 
tor John Money accuses the 
health coard of “causing trou¬ 
ble.”

“I’ve been raised on this 
water,” said Money in an in¬ 
terview, "and I’m as healthy 
as I could be, and sd are my 
kids’.” 

He said he ignores the 
warnings to boil the water. 

But health inspector Laurel 
Bonham has an answer to 
this. 

“You get people who say, 
‘I’ve drunk this water for 40 
years and nothing has ever 
happened,* but history has 
proven than an outbreak can 
come tomorrow.” 

Benham said that the Satur¬ 
na Island water hasn’t been 
tested for 2% years because 
tests always turned up posi¬ 
tive before and any more 
sampling “would be a drain 
on the taxpayer’s pocketbook." 

He added that the water is 
very susceptible to animal 
and human pollution. 

What the health board 
hopes, he said, is that the pop¬ 
ulation on the island will as¬ 
sume control over the system, 
spend some money on treat¬ 
ment and sell it to them¬ 
selves at a nominal cost.

Within a short time he 
hopes to have at the town a 
probation officer. proper 
courthouse facilities, and 
’'hopefully” an Indian court- 
worker. 

Judge Alfred Scow was ap¬ 
pointed last week as Provin¬ 
cial Court judge for Port 
Hardy, and Macdonald said 
he was very pleased with this. 
The judge, who speaks the 
Salish language, was formerly 
stationed at Prince Rupert. 

Macdonald told the Legisla¬ 
ture Tuesday he hopes these 
moves will ease the climate in 
the town, which has not been 
particularly good in the field 
of police-community relations. 

Last month Macdonald 
asked for a special RCMP of¬ 
ficer, an expert in police-In- 
dian relations, to go to Port 
Hardy to try to improve the 
climate and investigate prob¬ 
lems. 

The attorney-general said 
he hojjed a probation officer 
would be going to the area 
soon, and that he had already 
held discussions with Public

of plans he had for "upgrad¬ 
ing the quality of justice in 
B.C.,” especially in the pro¬ 
vincial courts, which he de¬ 
scribed as “the people’s 
courts," noting thftt they han¬ 
dle about 90 per cent of all 
legal cases in B.C. 

He had already obtained 
full co-operation from both 
the Union of B.C. Indian 
Chiefs and the Association of 
Non-Status Indians for the 
program, he said, and they 
were working to set up a pub- 
lic’^iwciety which would ad¬ 
minister “this exciting new 
plan.” 

Discussions with Ottawa 


have atso been held, and it is 
anticipated that federal funds 
will help in establishing the 
system. 

The Indian courtworkers, 
trained under the scheme, 
will help Indians in court get 
the proper treatment and 
make use of facilities already 
available, such as legal aid. 

They will also refer Indians 
where needed to already- 
existing agencies for other 
problems, such as alcoholism 
and drug abuse. The society 
may also hold workshops to 
make the native people more 
aware of their civil and 
human rights, Macdonald 
said. 

He warned that the project 
would have to start in a limit¬ 
ed way. in a limited geo¬ 
graphical area, on an experi¬ 
mental basis, but if success¬ 
ful. it could then be expanded. 

Another area where Mac¬ 
donald said he was particu¬ 
larly concerned was with the 
appointment of more provin¬ 
cial court judges with legal 
training. Now only 84 of the 
province’s 189 lower court 
judges aie legally trained. 

Although many of the non- 
legally trained judges do a 
fine job, many others must 
rely too much on the attomey- 
gencraJ'* department, on the 
prosecutor or on the police for 
legal advice, said Macdonald* 
This to him didn't seem en¬ 
tirely-fair t« the accused per¬ 
sons. 

Nor was it fair that part- 
time judges acted sometimes 


as arms of the government or 
of big companies (if that was 
where they were employed 
the rest of the time), and 
sometimes as impartial 
judges. 

His preliminary investiga¬ 
tions had shown as well, he 
told the House, that it might 
be possible to save a little 
money by hiring more Tull- 
timo judges and fewer part- 
time ones. 

This might also be tried out 
in a limited geographical area 
on an experimental basis in 
the near future, he said. 

Expansion of legal aid was 
also an area of major con¬ 
cern, said Macdonald, men¬ 
tioning three areas where he 
thought this should take 
place: 

• Provision of legal aid for 
civil cases, a field “which has 
been neglected totally;

These 
lawyers would give quick, im¬ 
mediate advice to accused 
persons on such matters as 
bail. legal aid, and guilty 
pleas.

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New Democrats Answer Separate Schools Knock 


“The door is still shut, but 
it s not locked” on the possi¬ 
bility of government financial 
aid to British Columbia’s in¬ 
dependent schools, the provin¬ 
cial cabinet told a delegation 
from the schools Tuesday. 

Ten representatives from the 
Federation of Independent 
Schools Association met with 
the entire cabinet for more 
than half an hour Tuesday 
morning to discuss the ques¬ 
tion of aid to the province’s 
independent schools which 
have a total enrolment of 
about 23,000 students. 

Before the meeting about 
125 students from Victoria in¬ 
dependent schools, especially 
St. Ann’s Academy and St. 
Andrew’s School, staged a 
show of support for the dele¬ 
gation on the lawns in front of 
the Legislative Buildings. 

After the meeting FISA 
president John Waller told 
newsmen the cabinet had 
agreed to ask the province’s 
universities to review the in¬ 
dependent schoolse “with a 
view to giving them formal 
accreditation.” 

This will help students both 




inside and outside the prov¬ 
ince when, within the next 
few years, all provincial gov¬ 
ernment examinations are 
phased out. It is the plan that 
these exams will all disappear 
over the next few years. 

Waller said the delegation 
was also told that the govern¬ 
ment was actively working on 
a solution to some of the 
transportation problems of in¬ 
dependent schools - particu¬ 
larly the use of public school 
buses to transport indepen¬ 
dent school pupils as well as 
public school pupils. 

This was being considered 
by Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer in his exam- 
nation of the general trans¬ 
portation problems of the 
province. 

Improving the busing situa¬ 
tion for independent school 
pupils was one promise made 
by Premier Barrett and the 
New Democratic Party during 
the August election campaign. 

But as far as direct finan¬ 
cial aid to independent 
schools, Waller said, the cabi¬ 
net had told them the policy 
of the party must change be-

fore the government’s policy 
of not granting such aid could 
change. 

At last year’s NDP conven¬ 
tion the delegates reaffirmed 
the party’s jiosition that suoh 
support should not be given.

of small budgets, Foster said, 
but additional money will 
mean the second half will be 
opened by April 1, 1974, 

“Our people-oriented gov¬ 
ernment has done for the In¬ 
dian project what the econo¬ 
mically-minded government 
didn’t do for the history ex¬ 
hibits. I think oqr premier re¬ 
ally cares about history," 6aid 
Foster. 

He said he was asked if it 
would be jxjssible to complete 
an Indian exhibit within one 
year if the funding was avail¬ 
able, and the money was 
made available on that basis. 

In the 1973-74 spending es¬ 
timates, $390,000 has been al¬ 
lotted for museum expenses 
compared with $100,000 in the 
current year. 

“In the past we’ve had to 
struggle to ke^p afloat," said 
Foster. 


“We've been dependent 
upon the donations of individ¬ 
uals and companies for exhib¬ 
its. Now we’ll have a chance 
to get together the things we 
want." 

Although the design for the 
new section has not yet been 
completed, the idea is to have 
a Kwakiutl house, complete 
with smoked salmon outsidde. 

“We’ll have something that 
people can feel a part of," 
said Foster. 

An art gallery is also 
planned with examples of 
Northwest Coast Indian art. 
Dramatic effects would be 
combined with spotlights in 
order to involve visitors.

British Columbia's new lieutenant-gover¬ 
nor is a suave, distinguished, young-looking 


H9»year-old bridegroom who Says he is look¬ 
ing forward to his new job with keen antici¬ 
pation but also with some trepidation. 

Walter Stewart Owen is a Vancouver law¬ 
yer with years of service to the community 
and the law profession and holds so many 
directorships he can't remember how many. 

Within the last year he married Tor a se¬ 
cond time. His first wife, the former Jean Mar¬ 
garet Dowler, died in 1970. The new chate¬ 
laine of Government House will lie the 
former Shirley Grauer, widow of Dal Gratier, 
who for years headed up B.C. Electric before 
the Social Credit government took it over. 

"I'm still a bridegroom. I haven't been 
married a year yet." the vice-regal appointee 
told Premier Dave Barrett when he called on 
the premier in his office Tuesday afternoon 
while In Victoria on personal business. It was 
fhe first time the two men had met. 

"But he's a good friend of (Attorney- 
General) Alex Macdonald.” the premier said. 

Interviewed during his meeting with Bar¬ 
rett. the new lieutenant-governor said he 
knew Health Minister Dennis Cocke and had 
just met Provincial Secretary Ernest Hall. 
Then he hesitated. 

When he didn’t come up with any more 
names, Barrett said: "Mr. Owen is just as 
new as we are." 

"I haven’t been around much in some 
years." Owen replied, "but in the 30s I was 
over here a lot." 

Those were the days when Owen, a life¬ 
long Liberal, was campaign manager for the 
late Dr. George Weir who was provincial sec¬ 
retary and minister of education in the ad¬ 
ministration of Premier Duff Pattullo. 

Owen said he has known Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor John Nicholson for 50 years and that he 
has known intimately all the incumbents of 
Government House for the last 30-odd years. 

He always thought the position had a 
proper place in our society, he said. "As 




you can see. I'm a bit of an imperialist. I 
really should be living in Victoria." 

"You will be," the premier interjected 
with a laugh. 

"It’s one of the few ties remaining with 
Great Britain.” Owen said, "and I think we 
should maintain it. 

I hope that isn’t a political statement . . 

I must now watch what I say.” he added, 
looking at the premier. 

"That’s interesting." Barrett said. "You 
have the same views as Bob Strnchan even 
though you once opposed each other." 

He and the present highways minister 
were on opposite sides in a labor dispute 
some years ago with Strachan representing 
the teamsters and Owen working for man¬ 
agement. 

When it was suggested that he had once 
opf>osed the Canadian Bill of Rights. Owen 
said that wasn't exactly the way it was.

Quick Ovens Can,Be Harmful

ColuAiat Reporter 

Prolonged radiation from microwave 
ovens can eventually damage a person's 
eyes, testicles and central nervous system, 
and can cause a heart pacemaker to mal¬ 
function, Greater Victoria health board was 
told Tuesday. 

This information was contained in a re¬ 
port which shows that 18 of 34 microwave 
ovens tested in Greater Victoria last October 
were leaking above the accepted level. Some 
leakage was found in 25 of them. 

Industrial hygienist Donald Ife told board 
members that the high-frequency heat rays 
which cook food quickly can be dangerous as 
far as 12 feet away from the oven. 

Also, he said, the devices were being in¬ 
stalled in school cafeterias where students 
were heating sandwiches "and having a high 
old time with them." 

Ife noted that British Columbia has no 


Regulations on the use or surveillance of the 
ovens, and this was necessary because they 
"do not stand up to hard wear and tear." 

"There was one instance in the Interior 
where a waitress had her boyfriend remove 
the door of the oven so she could save time 
opening and closing the machine when cook¬ 
ing meals. She was treated for radiation 
burns." 

Ife explained that the bums can be both 
internal and external, since the rays pene¬ 
trate the skin. "They are extremely hazard¬ 
ous for pacemakers, and can slow them down 
or cut them off altogether.” he said. 

In an interview from Vancouver, Dr. John 
Smith of the government’s division of occupa¬ 
tional health pointed out: 

"It’s not an emergency situation by any 
stretch of the imagination.” 

Smith said that while tests are in¬ 
conclusive, it appears that it would take 
daily exposure for as much as five years 
before any biological damage occurs. 


Dr. K. I. G. Benson, director of local 
health sendees, said it was important to dlk- • 
tinguish between "potentially dangerous" 
and "actually dangerous.” 

"At the moment, we are taking steps to 
see that all public health inspectors are fa¬ 
miliar with the machines that can detect 
leakages in ovens." 

Surprisingly, at Wednesday’s health board 
meeting it was admitted that the owners of 
defective ovens in the health board region 
had not been informed about their leaking 
machines. 

This was put right when the board 
members approved a resolution by Saanich 
Aid. Les Passmore that the proprietors be 
told in a letter from the board. 

The 11-page report, while not mentioning 
anything nhout a dangerous length of ex¬ 
posure, did quote an American radiology ex¬ 
pert as to the biological effects of exposure. 

Dr. Wellington Moore of the Public Health 


Service, Rockville. III., said eyes and testi¬ 
cles are most sensitive and added: 

"A large number of general effects due to 
chronic exposure to low levels of microwave 
radiation . . . have been claimed by the medi¬ 
cal authorities in the U.S.S.R. and these 
include bradycardia (slowing of the heart 
rate* hypertension, hyperthyroidism, central 
nervous system exhaustion, decrease in the 
sense of smell and changes in intraocular 
(earl pressure." 

Under certain conditions, exposure to re¬ 
pairmen could be quite severe, the report 
adds. 

Prepared by the health board and the 
division of environmental engineering, the 
report says that the biggest problem with the 
ovens tested in Greater Victoria is worn door 
seals, and the unsanitary conditions of some 
of them were "appalling." 

It recommended regular inspections, a 
hazard warning similar to those on cigarette 
packages, a complete province-wide survey 
and the adoption of uniform standards.

Unfair Brokers 
Being Watched

Unscrupulous mortgage 
brokers who charge overly 
high interest rates, large real 
estate combines springing up 
in B.C., and sellers of "Ari¬ 
zona pastureland and Texas 
dryland", came under fire in 
the Legislature Tuesday from 
Aittomey-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald. 

And Macdonald served no¬ 
tice the government will take 
fiction where possible to re¬ 
medy the wrongs done by 
those people and companies, 
particularly in the field of 
mortgages. 

Of Concern 

Referring to mortgages, 
Macdonald replied to David 
Brousson (L—North Van- 
couver-Capilano) - who in a 
speech to the house Feb. 5 
said that hundreds of British 
Columbia residents were 
being gypped by unethical 
mortgage brokers who 


charged usurious rates of in¬ 
terest. 

Macdonald said the problem 
had been of concern to him, 
particularly as the problems 
mentioned by Brousson nor¬ 
mally hit the poorer and 
weaker members of society. 

Most of the 284 mortgage 
brokers and 615 sub-brokers 
now registered under the pro¬ 
vincial Mortgage Brokers Act 
were " reputable business¬ 
men," he said, but there were 
"some unscrupulous excep¬ 
tions.” 

About six or eight of these 
firms now are under inves¬ 
tigation by his department, 
Macdonald said, and two have 
already had their licences 
cancelled. 

Act Section 

Another solution to the 
problem, he said, was to take 
the mortgage brokers in such 
cases to court under the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act. A sec¬ 
tion of that act states that in 


Pie Only So Big, 
Says Charman 


Government intervention to 
control the "mass influx" of 
real estate salesmen entering 
the B.C. real estate industry 
was called for Thursday by 
Victoria Real Estate Board 
chairman Eric Charman. 

Commenting on statements 
made in the Legislature earli¬ 
er in the day by Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald, 
Charman said "thousands of - 
salesmen" were coming into 
the industry and that the "pie 
Is only so big." 

"They can’t be controlled 
at the real estate level," he 
said and urged ''government 
regulation. 

He welcomed Macdonald's 
remarks as an expression of 
interest in the industry and 
hoped they would lead to "ob¬ 
jective discussions" with the 
government. 

He agreed with Macdonald 
that there was room for im¬ 
provement. 

But he was critjcdl of the at¬ 
torney-general’s sugges t i o n 
that municipalities set up 
their own real estate ex¬ 
changes to bypass real estate 
firms. 


"I am opposed to unneces¬ 
sary government intervention 
and that is all you ran call 
it," Charman said. 

Of Macdonald’s remarks 
about real estate salesmen 
needing legal protection, 
Charman said he understood 
the attorney-general had been 
lobbied "by one group of dis¬ 
gruntled salesmen who do not 
speak for the salesmen of the 
province." 

He said Macdonald’s figures 
concerning the commissions 
made by real estate firms 
were inaccurate. 

Macdonald said the com¬ 
missions were 5 per cent on 
ordinary sales, 7 per cent on 
multiple listings and 10 per 
cent on vacant land and farm¬ 
land. 

Charman said the revised 
commissions used now were 6 
per cent across the board ex¬ 
cept for 614 per cent for the 
first $30.00Q of a multiple list¬ 
ing transaction. 

He said he was glad to see 
the government might do 
something about the 
"usurious sharks disguised as* 
mortgage brokers" charging 
exhorbitant interest rates.

cases of "harsh and uncons¬ 
cionable ... or otherwise in¬ 
equitable" transactions, a 
court has the jiower to rescind 
the transaction arid "put it 
back together again, on a 
fairer basis." 

The government is arrang¬ 
ing, he said, that the Legal 
Aid Society "shall afford help 
to people who can make a 
good case" under this section 
with their mortgage. 

Some 10 or 12 cases are 
pending on this basis, he said, 
and in some of those, writs 
may be served soon. In no 
case did he name the compa¬ 
nies involved. 

He emphasized the govern¬ 
ment wasn't taking direct 
legal action under the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act as it 
was a civil matter between 
the broker and the customer. 
However, the government was 
advising and assisting be¬ 
cause it felt cases should go 
to the courts so they "can 
right this usurious wrong." 

Another solution he was 
looking into was that of hav¬ 
ing the companies involved 
set aside a pool of funds 
where people in need would 
be able to get funds, even 
though they weren’t good 
credit risks. 

,Pool Setup 

He planned to approach the 
companies soon with this 
idea, he said, and hoped they 
would go Into it voluntarily. If 
they didn't, he would consider 
legislation forcing them to set 
up such a pool. 

The pool, he said, would 
oiierate in a similar way to 
the one for assigned-risk* 
drivers for automobile insur¬ 
ance. Each company would 
put a certain amount into the 
l>ool. and this money would 
then be used as mortgages for 
those who wouldn’t be able to 
get them otherwise, except at 
very high interest rates. 

Referring to other aspects 
of real estate, he expressed 
concern about the "great real 
estate combines which are 
springing up in the province 
of British Columbia." He 
named Block Bros.. Wall and 
Redekopp and A. E. LePage 
as three such combines. 

Boards Hit 

He felt salesmen for these 
combines and for other agents 
as well might not be ade¬ 
quately protected by existing 
legislation, and might be only 
a "pool' of underpaid talents" 
for the combines. 

He was also disturbed, he 
said, about the lack of demo¬ 
cratic participation in real es¬ 
tate boards, which are com¬ 
posed solely of agents, having 
no salesmen or members of 
tlje general public on them. 

This should be changed be¬ 
cause they acted as judicial 
and semi-public bodies, he 
said. 

He al 60 questioned the 
levels of commission made by 
real estate firms — 5 per cent 
on ordinary sales, 7 per cent 
on multiple-listing sales, and 
10 per cent on sales of vacant 
land or farmland. 

Although these percentages 
seemed almost fixed in B.C., 
real estate agents in Manitoba 
managed to operate with only 
a 6-per-cent commission on 
multiple listing sales, he 
noted as an example. 

He felt it should be checked 
to see "whether these levels 
of comipission are justified.”

"The door is still shut, but 
it’s not locked" on the possi¬ 
bility of government financial 
aid to British Columbia’s in¬ 
dependent schools, the provin¬ 
cial cabinet told a delegation 
from the schools Tuesday. 

Ten representatives from the 
Federation of Independent 
Schools Association met with 
the entire cabinet for more 
than half an hour Tuesday 
morning to discuss the ques¬ 
tion of aid to the province’s 
indejiendcnt schools which 
have a total enrolment of 
about 23,000 students. 

Before the meeting about 
125 students from Victoria in¬ 
dependent schools, especially 
St. Ann’s Academy and St. 
Andrew’s School, staged a 
show of support for the dele¬ 


gation on the lawns in front of 
the Legislative Buildings. 

After the meeting FISA 
president John Waller told 
newsmen the cabinet had 
agreed to ask the province’s 
universities to review the in¬ 
dependent schools "with a 
view to giving them formal 
accreditation." 

This will help students both 
inside and outside the prov¬ 
ince when, within the next 
few years, all provincial gov¬ 
ernment examinations are 
phased out. It is the plan that 
these exams will all disappear 
over the next few years. 

Waller said the delegation 
was also told that the govern¬ 
ment was actively working on 
a solution to some of the 
transportation problems of in¬ 
dependent schools — partial-

Treatment of drug addicts 
and aleohnlirs should bf marie 
the responsibility of the pro¬ 
vincial health department. 
Greater Victoria health of¬ 
ficer Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread 
said Tuesday. 

The subject of addiction 
was not on the agenda of the 
monthly meeting of the re¬ 
gional health board, but 
school trustee Harry Graham 


popped the question during 
discussion of the board's 
printed outline of services. 

"All the various/programs 
and efforts for addicts." Whit¬ 
bread said, "are to some ex¬ 
tent a waste of money. Mil¬ 
lions are being sjicnt and no¬ 
body is made responsible." 

He echoed the views of 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
by saying that several govern¬ 


ment departments and go¬ 
vernment-funded groups are 
involved in trying to solve the 
drug dependency problem and 
all this does is create a mud¬ 
dle. 

"We have programs for 
things like VD and TB con¬ 
trol, so why can’t we have a 
program for addicts and alco¬ 
holics?" 

Whitbread described police 


"drunk tanks" as absolutely 
useless, and said addicts 
should be kept in sanatoriums 
until they are freed of -their 
dependency. 

Graham' concurred, and 
suggested that government- 
super vised clinics where 
drugs are given to addicts at 
cost would eliminate “a lot'of 
petty thievery and vandal¬ 
ism." 


The board has also ap¬ 
proved In principle a recom¬ 
mendation from vice-chair¬ 
man Alan Littler that an at¬ 
tempt be made to make it 
mandatory for the provincial 
education department to give 
approval before any sub¬ 
division can be developed in 
the school district. 

Trustees say that in the un¬ 
organized area subdivisions 
have sprung up unexpectedly 
and are over-taxing nearby 
schools. One example is 
Happy Valley school where 
permission had been sought 
for a two-room addition. The 
provincial government al¬ 
lowed only one room. 

The day after the additional 
room was opened the school 
board discovered a 40-home 
subdivision was to spring up 
nearby. 


Acreage 

Fund 

Urged 


Establishment of a $1.35 
million land-acquisition fund 
was recommended Tuesday to 
Victoria city council by the 
land development committee. 

The aim of the fund is to en¬ 
able the city to buy and hold. 
property which can be devel¬ 
oped for a variety of pur¬ 
poses. 

The land to be purchased 
under this scheme would fall 
Into two categories. 

One would consist of proper¬ 
ty to be used for parks and 
public works purposes. T7ie 
other would comprise proper¬ 
ties that are considered Im¬ 
portant in long-range planning 
schemes. 

The committee recommend¬ 
ed that the fund be es¬ 
tablished by transferring 
$500,000 from the last capital 
budget/ borrowing another 
$500,000, and tiling the 
$350,000 expected from the 
sale of a parcel of land in Vic¬ 
toria West to the provincial 
government. 

Alderman also recommend¬ 
ed that sufficient money be 
allocated in the city’s 1973 cur¬ 
rent budget to repay the 
$500,000 to be borrowed. 

According to the proposal, 
the municipal manager would 
be given authority to allocate 
up to $500 to obtain options -on 
properties that are offered for 
sale The artual Acquisitions 
would then be discussed and 
decided uj>on by council. 

If the fund ts extensively 
used, it would be replenished 
in the next capital budget to 
go before ratepayers for ap¬ 
proval in 1976. 

In a rejtort to the commit¬ 
tee, City Manager Bill Hooson 
said that the city may wish to 
buy key properties where it 
plans to build small "pocket” 
malls within existing city 
blocks.
